THE SIGNS BEFORE THE RESURRECTION! 


On the 1“ day, the Sea will rise straight as a wall of forty (40) cubits above the highest mountains. 
On the 2™ day, it will fall to the point of being almost invisible. 

On the 3" day, sea beasts will swim over the Sea and roar as high as the Sky, God only will under- 
stand their roar. 

The 4", the Sea and the water will burn. 

The 5™, the trees and the herbs will be covered with a dew of blood. According to the belief of 
some authors, on this 5" day all the birds of the sky will gather in the fields, each species apart, 
without eating or drinking, but will daze at the arrival of the judge. 

On the 6" day, the buildings will collapse. It is said that on this 6" day, lightning will go against 
the face of the firmament from sunset until its rising. 

On the 7" day, the stones will clash and split in four. Each piece will be struck, the man will not be 
able to explain its sound, only God will understand it. 

On the 8" day, a general earthquake, so violent that not a man, not an animal, can remain stan- 
ding, but all will be thrown to the ground. 

The 9", the land will be levelled, the hills and all the mountains will be reduced to dust.

ANTICHRIST

them a legislator, etc. », the commentary stated that this legislator is the antichrist. On these words 


1"?! « They will put in the Temple the abomination of desolation », the commentary 


of Danie 
said: « The antichrist will sit in the Temple as a deity to abolish the law of God ». 2° He will de- 
ceive by his phenomenal works. The 2” Epistle to the Thessalonians »5 reads: « He will come with 
the power of satan with all kinds of miracles, signs and deceitful wonders »; Revelation '*” says: 
« And he made signs to bring down fire from Heaven to the earth », the commentary adds: « As 
the holy Spirit was given to the apostles in the form of fire, they will give the evil though’ in the 
form of fire ». 3° He will deceive by the abundance of his gifts, « He will give them much power » 
says Daniel ''*’ and he will share the land for free, the commentary adds: « The antichrist will fill 
with presents those he has deceived and he will share the land among the soldiers of his army ». In 
fact, those whom he could not submit by fear, he will subjugate them with avarice. 4° He will se- 
duce by the tortures he inflicts. « He will wreak havoc and beyond belief » adds Daniel **. 
St Gregory says again of the antichrist: « He kills those who are strong when he conquers those 


who have not been defeated ». 
VEHEMENCE OF FIRE IN PURGATORY AND SHEOL 


The vehemence of fire will appear before the face of the sovereign judge. It will be God himself 
who will send this fire: — to renew the world, because he will purify and renew all the elements, 
and he will rise twenty-five (25) cubits above all the mountains like the waters of the flood; — to 
purify men, because it will take the place of purgatory to those who are still alive; — for the most 
frightful torture of the damned; — for the greatest brilliance of the saints. According to st Basil, af- 
ter having purified the world, God will separate heat from light; he will send all this heat to be the 
greatest torment of the damned, and the light will go to the blessed to increase their joy. 


CIRCUMSTANCES ACCOMPANYING THE JUDGMENT 


The judge's discussion. The judge will come down into the valley of Jehoshaphat to judge 
the good and the wicked, he will put the right ones on the right and the bad ones on the left. Then 
the judge will argue with the wicked the works of mercy that they have not accomplished, it will 
make them a crime, all will then cry on their own, according to what st Chrysostom says about 
st Matthew: « The jews will weep for themselves at the sight of Jesus alive and vivifying, that 
they looked like a man having suffered death, and seeing his body with his wounds they will be 
convinced and will not be able to deny their crime. The heathen will weep also on themselves, 
deceived as they were by the many discussions of the philosophers who thought it was foolish and 
irrational to worship a crucified son of God. Sinful christians will weep for themselves for 
having loved the world better than God. The heretics will cry on their own for saying that Je- 
sus was simply a man who had been crucified, when they will see in him the judge that the jews 
made suffer. All the tribes of the earth will weep for themselves, for there will be no more strength 
to resist him, no more faculty to flee from his presence, no more means of doing penance, no more 


time left to satisfaction. Everything will be 1n anguish, there will be room only for mourning.

Different ranks. St Gregory thus expresses: « In judgment, there will be four ranks, two ranks 
of the reprobate, two of the elects. The ones judged and condemned are those who are 
said « I was hungry and you did not give me food ». The others not judged and con- 
demned are those who are said: « He who has not believed has already been judged », since 
these do not listen to the words of the judge, who have not want to keep faith, even in one point. 
The others who judged and reign are the perfect ones who will judge others, not that they 
give the sentence which belongs only to the judge, it is said that they judge by assisting the Judge. 
It will be a matter of honor for the saints to sit with the sovereign judge as he promised (Matth.””’): 
« You will be placed on thrones to judge ». Then they will witness the sentence of the 


49-9 it says: 


judge, they will approve it as are customary to do those who subscribe. In Psalm CXLIX 
« They will write the minute of judgment ». Their assistance will be for the condemnation of the 


damned, it will be brought against them according to the testimony of the works of their life. 


Severity of the judge. « Fear will not make him bend, for he 1s all-powerful ». St Chrysos- 
tom says that there will be no way to resist him, or to flee him, etc. « This day will come when 
pure hearts will have more value than skilful words, and a clear conscience will prevail over full 
purses. « The Judgment’s day is awaited, and the judge, perfect in excellence, then will appear ». 
Being very good, he can not be carried away: — by hatred that has no hold on him: « You have not 
hated anything of what you have done », is it said in the book of Wisdom xI''*; — nor by love, for 
he is very just also will not deliver his brothers, that is to say the false Christians: « The brother 
will not redeem » (Psalm *”’); — nor by error, because he is very wise, his appearance is formidable, 
he knows all the secrets, penetrates into what is more compact, for him the darkness shines, the 
dumb answers, the silence speaks, the mind articulates without the help of the voice. On this sub- 
ject, let us listen to st Jerome: « How many dumb people will be there, happier than those who 
speak easily, how many shepherds happier than the philosophers, how many peasants and fools 
will prevail over the skill of the speakers ». 


THE THREE ACCUSERS 


The devil. (St. Augustine) « Then the devil will hurry to repeat all the words that oppose us to 
our actions, at what place and what time we have sinned; this adversary will say to the very fair 
Judge: « judge that this one belongs to me because of his fault: he did not want to be yours by 
grace, he became mine by his misery; even if yours by his nature, he is mine by my persuasion; 
even if yours because of your passion, he disobeyed and was obedient to me only; even though he 
received the robe of immortality from you, he received from me these shreds that cover him, he 
stripped off your clothes and he came here with mine. judge that he is mine, and that he must be 
damned with me ». Oh how could he open his mouth in justice while he 1s found to be sent it with 
the devil ». These are the words of st Augustine. 


The crime itself. Everyone will be accused by his own sins. It 1s written 1n the book of Wis- 
dom Iv**” « They shall appear full of fear in remembrance of their trespasses, and their iniquities 
shall rise up against them to accuse them ». St Bernard adds: « Then their works will raise their 
voices together and say: It is you who made us, we are your works, we will not let go, but we will 
be constantly with you, and with you we will go to judgment ». And they will accuse you of infin- 


ity of various crimes.

The whole world. (St. Gregory): « If you ask me who will accuse you? I answer you, every- 
one, because the Creator is offended, the world is too ». St Anthony comments as st Matthew: « In 
that day there will be nothing for us to answer when the sky, the earth, the water, the sun, the 
moon, the days and nights, the universe in a word, will rise before God against us to bear witness 
of our faults. And even if the universe is silent, our thoughts and works will rise in the presence of 


God and accuse us without pity ». 
INFALLIBLE WITNESSES 


The sinner will have three against him. God will be the first to come over him, he will be judge 
and witness. « I am judge and witness, says the Lord » (Jeremiah XxIx’’”’). His conscience 
within him will be the second. (St. Augustine) « Do you fear the coming judge? Correct your con- 
science today, because what will defend your cause will be the testimony of your conscience ». 
His own guardian angel next to him will be the third witness of all that he has done, who 


ae 


will bear witness against him (Job Xx « The Heavens will reveal his iniquity ». 


SINNER'S ACCUSATION 


This is what st Gregory said: « Oh how small will be the ways of the sinner... Above, an irritated 
judge, beneath the horrible chaos, on the right the accusing sins, on the left an infinite number of 
demons leading to tortures, inside a crushed conscience, outside a bitter world; the wretched sin- 
ner thus surrounded, where will he flee? To hide will be impossible, to show him will be intole- 
rable ». 


IRREVOCABLE SENTENCE 


He can never have an appeal or a cassation. There are three reasons against the criminal appeal: 
An eminent judge: in fact one does not appeal for a king who makes a sentence in his 
states, for he has no one above him in his kingdom, thus neither the emperor nor the pope is 
called. A proven crime: a notorious crime can not appeal. The urgency of danger: 
when there is danger in the house, it can not be suspended for execution. There are still three rea- 
sons for which no appeal is received, that the pope himself could not receive: — because of the ex- 
cellence of the judge, who has no superior and prevails over all in eternity, in dignity, 1n power. 
One could in some way appeal to the emperor or the pope to God, but one can not appeal from 
God since there is no one above him; — because of the evidence of the crime, because there the 
abominations and the crimes of the reprobate will be notorious and manifest. « He will come in 
the day where we will see all our iniquities written as on a painting », says st Jerome; — because of 
the urgency, nothing that is done there is delayed, but everything flows in a moment, 1n the blink 
of an eye.

When I create my creatures, I do not intend to destroy them. I punished them with grievous plagues af- 


ter they have sorely roused my anger until they repent; if despite everything they continue in their sin, 


they will forever be under a curse. 


The hearts of Adam O78 and Eve Havah 11M were strengthened in God when heard these words. They now felt 
the Lord was like a father and a mother to them, and for this very reason, they wept before him and sought 


mercy. Then God had pity on them and said: 


Adam, I have made my covenant with you and I will not turn from it, neither will I let you return to 
the Garden until my covenant of the great five days and half is fulfilled.

Adam and Eve took stones and placed them in the shape of an altar. They took leaves from the trees out of the 
Garden, with which they wiped the blood spilled on the face of the rock and on the sand; and together with the 
dust, offered it upon the altar as an offering to God. They stood under the altar and wept, entreating God: 


— Forgive us the trespass of our sin, and look at us with your eye of mercy...

— Adam, as you have shed your blood, so will I shed my blood when I will become flesh of your seed. 
Adam, as you did die, so I will die. As you did build an altar, so I will make an altar on the earth. As 
you did offer your blood upon it, so will I offer my blood upon an altar on the earth. 


As you did plea for forgiveness by that blood, so will I make my blood forgiveness of sins, and blot 
out sin from it.

— It was in my mind to put an end to myself at once to be out of your beautiful Garden, for having trans- 
gressed your command, for the bright light that you deprived me, for the praises that flowed unceasingly 
from my mouth, for the light that covered me... By your goodness, do not get away from me altogether! Be 
favourable to me every time I die, and bring me to life! 

Thereby it will be made know that you are a merciful God who wills not that we should perish, who loves 
not that one should fall, who does not condemn any one cruelly or badly and by whole destruction...

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While Adam remained silent, the word of God came to him to bless him and comfort him: he covenanted with 
him that he would save him at the end of the days determined upon him. 


TARE MY BODY IN THE ARK 


When our father Adam saw that his end was near, he called his son Seth, who came to him in the Cave of 
Treasures, and he said unto him:

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The ancient old man Methuselah remained on the mountain with Noah’s sons, lived nine hundred and eighty- 
seven (987) years. Because he must depart on account of his sickness, Noah and his sons Shem, Ham, and Japhet 
came to him with their wives, and asked him to bless them.

Commit not this mystery to anyone but to Shem alone. 


The angel departed from him and came that night to Melchizedec. He appeared to him in the figure of a youth 
like him and smote him with a word on the side to wake him out of his sleep. When Melchizedec heard it, he rose 
up and saw the house full of light; as a figure standing before him, he got scared this once only for he was not ac- 
customed to see angels. The angel prevented fear from overcoming him, then he anointed him on the head and 
on the breast, and said to him: 


Do not fear, I am the angel of God who has sent me to you with this message to fulfil it for your God. 
— What is that message? Melchizedec said to him, for he was a youth of a perfect heart. 


It is that you go with the body of your father Adam to the middle of the earth, and that you stand 
ministering before it there, and that you serve God. He has chosen you from your childhood for you 
are of the seed of the blessed. 


— Who will bring the body of my father Adam with me it into the middle of the earth? Melchizedec said. 
Shem, the son of Noah, your father’s grandfather, the angel said. 
The angel strengthened and comforted his heart one whole hour. 


Commit not these hidden words to any but only to Shem, the angel said, lest the report of it spread 
abroad and they hang on to the body of Adam and not let it go to the land to which God has com- 
manded. 


Then the angel departed from him and went to Shem, the son of Noah. He said to him: 


Arise and take the body of Adam as your father Noah gave you command. Take with you Mel- 
chizedec to go with them to the place ordered by God, and tarry not. 


When it was day, Shem made a beautiful case and hid it close to the ark. He then prepared bread and wine for 
provisions and came to Kenan to inquire for his son Melchizedec. Then Kenan began to tell him all that the an- 
gel had said to him, and he gave him up his son Melchizedec with a good heart. Shem said to Kenan: 
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— Keep this mystery secret, and reveal it to no one. 


Shem took Melchizedec. They saddled an ass between them and went to the ark. They had no key wherewith to 
open the ark, Noah had fastened it with a padlock after he had come out of it. When they came to the ark, they 
bethought how to open it. Shem came to the door and said to Melchizedec: 


— Come and open it, 0 you great God! 


Hearing this, Melchizedec came to the door and seized the padlock, and at once the door opened. A voice cried 
from within the ark, saying: 


— Rejoice o you cohen of the Most-High God,’ for you has been found meet to enter 1n the office of God’s 
cohen, first created by him in the world. 


This voice from the holy Spirit, Melchizedec knew that voice when it breathed into his face; he knew it also 
through the great grace that was in him. He marvelled and said to Shem: 


— Onmy lord, I know by the breathing in my face that this voice 1s from the body of our father Adam, even if I 
saw no form, nor heard a voice speaking to me, for I saw no one. 


Shem remained trembling, not knowing what to say to him. While they were wondering at the door of the ark, 
the word of God came and said: 


— You are my righteous cohen. You are worthy to carry the body of Adam whom I created, into whom 
I breathed of my Spirit, for I made him a cohen, a king, and a prophet. Go in first and bring his body. 


Melchizedec went into the ark. He bowed, in respect to the body of our father Adam, blessed himself in it, and 
brought it out. The angel Michael helped him the while to carry it. Shem also went in and brought out the gold, 
the incense, and the myrrh, and laid them together with the body of our father Adam, he placed the body in the 
case and shut if upon the body; then he shut the door of the ark as it was at first. 


Shem and Melchizedec took the body of Adam and went on their way. The angel of God went with them and 
showed them where to go. So they went on that day until the evening and alighted at a certain place to rest. Then 
Shem and Melchizedec stood up to pray, and while they prayed there came a voice from inside the coffin of 
Adam that said: 


— Glory to God who created me, who gave me life, who made me die, and who returns me back to the earth 
out of which he took me! 


The voice blessed the youth Melchizedec and said to him: 


— Of all our kindred, God chose no one but you. Neither did he anoint any one of them cohen with his own 
hand but you. Neither did he breathe into the face of any one his pure Spirit as he breathed it into you. 
I rejoice o my son, because you has been found worthy of such honour from God. 


Once the voice withdrew from Melchizedec, he wondered at this voice came from a dead man, and it was done 
by the power of God. Shem kissed his face and rejoiced greatly on his account, seeing this wonder wrought on 
Melchizedec. As for Melchizedec, he tasted nothing that night because his heart was filled with joy, and he con- 
tinued praising God and praying, standing before the coffin of Adam until morning. This vision happened to 
Melchizedec in the fifteenth (15) year of his age.

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Shem and Melchizedec put the coffin on the ass and went on their way. The angel of God went with them, and it 
was so that when they came to rough place, the angel moved them up by God’s power, and made them pass 
over, whether they were lands or mountains. So they went on their way until the evening of the second day, they 
alighted to rest after their custom. Shem and Melchizedec stood up to pray. As they were praying, lo, a great 
light shone over them. Melchizedec did not know aught of fatigue by reason of the strength of God that was in 
him, but he rejoiced like one who is going to his wedding. They stood praying as they were wont before the cof- 
fin of our father Adam; then a voice came from the top of the coffin that said to Melchizedec and to Shem: 


— Behold, we are drawing near to the place our Lord has decreed for us! Upon the land to which we are going, 
said the voice to Melchizedec, the word of God shall come down to suffer to be crucified on the place in 
which my body 1s laid. When the crown of my head shall be baptized by his blood, then my salvation shall 
be wrought. He shall restore me my kingdom, he shall give my priesthood, and my gift of prophecy. 


Then the voice was silent by the power of God. Melchizedec and Shem marvelled at the voice that talked with 
them. Melchizedec remained the whole of that night praying joyfully until the day dawned. Then they put the 
body of Adam on the ass and went on their way. The angel of God went with them until they neared the place. 
Then Melchizedec went before them and stood before the ass, took down from her the coffin himself alone, not 
as on the two former occasions when he took it down. When the coffin reached the rock, the rock split asunder 
in two parts: that was the place for the coffin. Melchizedec and Shem knew thereby it was the place God had ap- 
pointed. Then the angel went up from them into Heaven, while saying to God: 


Lo, the body of our father Adam has arrived; it is come to the place you did choose. I have done what 
you did command me. 


The word of God came to the angel, saying: 


— Go down to Melchizedec to strengthen his heart and command him to stay by the body of Adam. 
When Shem goes to rest, tell Melchizedec to take from Shem the bread and wine and preserve them. 


The angel came down from God and appeared to Melchizedec and Shem in the figure of a man, he strengthened 
their hearts and laid the body of our father Adam in its place. And he said to Melchizedec: 


Take from Shem the bread and the wine. 


Melchizedec took them as the angel told, and he and Shem stood praying by the body of our father Adam until 
evening; then a great light came down upon the body, and angels ascended and descended in that place* upon the 
body of our father Adam, they were rejoicing and praising, saying: 


— Glory be to you o God, who did create the worlds, and made righteous men of the dust of earth, and 
exalt them above heavenly beings. 


The angels praised God over the body of our father Adam that whole night, until the dawn of day. As the sun 
rose, the word of God came to Melchizedec and said to him: 


— Arise to take twelve of these stones, and make an altar to offer on it the bread and wine that were with 
Shem; offer them, you and he. 


Hearing the word of God, Melchizedec worshipped between his hands, and hastened to do as God commanded.

— Behold, I have made you priest co/en, you shall present the offering as you and Shem did this first.° I 
will raise twelve (12) messengers® malakim 0°31 to be the solid pillars of the world as you did on a 
set of twelve (12) solid foundation stones. 

I will make you an altar in the world as you did this altar. 

I will do an offering of my body and blood to forgive sins, as you offered bread and wine. I will 
make a holy place of this place on which you stand and in which the body of Adam 1s laid; all crea- 
tures on earth shall be blessed in it, and in it I will grant forgiveness to all who come here. 


The word of God blessed Melchizedec and appointed him cohen. And he went up in glory into Heaven, rejoicing 
with his angels. Melchizedec praised God, and he and Shem made an offering. Shem stayed that day with him to 
rest from the toil of the journey, and at sunrise it seemed good to Shem to depart. Melchizedec wished him God- 
speed’ and blessed him: 


— The Lord God who led us to this place 1s with you to guide you until you come to your own place. If they 
inquire of you about me, do not direct them the way so that they do not come to me. When my father and 
my mother ask you about me, say to them: He has departed and I do not know the place of his pilgri- 
mage. So their hope of me will be short cut and they will feel there is no use thinking of me, so they will not 
press you and make you come to me. 


Shem departed and returned to his kindred, while Melchizedec remained standing before the body of our father 
Adam, to minister and worship God ever more; an angel abode with him to protect and bring him food, until the 
time of the patriarch Abraham. The raiment of Melchizedec was of skins, a girdle of leather around his loins, 
ministering unto God with much praying and fasting.

The 10 weeks 


here was a very wise man and a worker of great things whose God loved and received him so that he sees: 
— the heavenly abodes; 
— the kingdoms of the wise great inconceivable never-changing God, wonderful and glorious Lord of all; 
— all the bright stations of the Lord’s servants; 
— the unapproachable throne of the Lord; 
— the degrees of the incorporeal hosts and their manifestations. 


That he should be an eye-witness of: 

—the unspeakable ministries of the multitude of creatures; 
— the varying appearances 

— the indescribable singing of the host of cherubim; 


— the immeasurable world. 


At that time, he said: 


— I Enoch 913M had accomplished 165 years when I begat my son Methusal Methuselah n?winn, after that I 
lived 200 years and accomplished all the 365 years of my life. On the 1* day of the 1* month, I was alone in 
my house, I rested on my bed and slept. As I slept a great grief came on my heart, and I wept with mine eyes 
in my dream; I could not understand what this grief meant or what happened to me. 


There two very tall men appeared to me, such as I have never seen on earth; their faces shone as the sun, 
their eyes were as burning lamps, fire came out from their lips; their dress had the appearance of feathers, 
their feet were purple, their wings were brighter than gold, their hands whiter than snow. They were stand- 
ing at the head of my bed and called me by my name. 

I awoke from my sleep and clearly saw these men standing by me. I hastened to made obeisance to them; I 
was terrified and my countenance was changed by fear. These men said to me:

I hastened to obey them. I went out of my house and called my sons Methusal, Regim and Gaidal to tell them 
what wonderful things the two men had said to me. 


— Hear me, my children, for I do not know where I am going, or what awaits me. Now my children, I say to 
you: Turn not aside from God. Walk before the face of the Lord, keep his judgements, worship not vain 
strangers who did not make Heaven and earth, for these will perish and also those who worship them. Let 
God make confident your hearts in the fear of him. And now my children, let no one seek me till the Lord 
brings me back to you. 





IN THAT DAT THE LORD OF SPIRITS sEATS HIM ON THE THRONES, 


— Those who deny the Name of the dwelling of the holy ones of the Lord of spirits will not ascend into 
Heaven, nor come to the earth, but are preserved for days of suffering and trial. Such will be the lot of 
the sinners who deny the Name of the Lord of spirits. 

On that day, my elect one will sit on the throne of glory and will choose their deeds; their mansions 
will be innumerable, they will see my elect ones and those who have called my glorious Name; I will 
cause my elect one to dwell among them and their souls will grow strong. On that day, I will trans- 
form and make the Heaven an eternal blessed light. 

I will transform the earth into a blessing that will cause my elect ones to dwell there, while the sin- 
ners and wrongdoers will not set foot there. 

I have seen to satisfy my righteous ones with peace and cause them to dwell before me, while for the 
sinners the judgment is imminent with me, that I may destroy them from the face of the earth. 


I Enoch saw there someone with a head of days white like wool, and with him, another being, whose face has 
the form of man, full of grace as to one of the holy angels. I asked the angel going with me to show me all the 
hidden things about that son of man; who he is, whence he is, and why he goes with the head of days. 


This is the son of man who has righteousness, he answered me, with whom righteousness dwells, re- 
veals all the hidden treasures. The Lord of spirits has chosen him because his lot has surpassed every- 
thing in uprightness forever before the Lord of spirits. This son of man you saw will make kings and 
mighty ones rise from their couch and the strong ones from their throne. He will loose the loins of the 
strong ones and grind the teeth of sinners to powder. He will cut down the kings from their kingdom 
and throne if they do not extol and praise he who bestows the kingdom to them nor acknowledge 
thankfully. He will make the countenance of the strong ones fall and cover with shame: darkness will 
be their dwelling and worms their bed; they will have no hope of rising from their beds because they 
do not praise the Name of the Lord of spirits.

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These are those who make themselves masters over the stars of Heaven,’ who raise their hands against 
the Most-High e/ Elion }\°9¥ 28, and tread down the earth with their deeds of unrighteousness: all their 
deeds are unrighteousness, their power rests upon their richness, their faith 1s in gods ido/s they made 
with their hands and denied the Name of the Lord of spirits. They will be driven out of his congrega- 
tions’ houses and of the faithfull’s who hold to the Name of the Lord of spirits. 


In those days, the prayer of the righteous and the blood of the righteous will have ascended from the earth before 
the Lord of spirits. 


In those days, the holy ones who dwell above in the Heavens will unite with one voice to supplicate, intercede, 
laud, give thanks, and bless the Name of the Lord of spirits on account of the prayer and the bloodshed of the 
righteous, that it may not be in vain before the Lord of spirits; the judgment may be done for them that they may 
not have to suffer forever. 


In those days, I saw the head of days seated on the throne of his glory, and the books of the living opened before 
him, his whole host in Heaven above and around him, standing before him. 


The hearts of the holy ones will be filled of joy when the number of the righteous ones will draw nigh, while the 
righteous’ prayer was heard and the righteous’ blood claimed before the Lord of spirits. In that place, I saw an 
endless fountain of righteousness surrounded by many fountains of wisdom; all the thirsty ones who drink from 
there are filled with wisdom. Their dwellings are with the righteous ones, the holy and elect ones. 


At that hour, that son of man was named in the presence of the Lord of spirits: his name was in front of the head 
of days before the sun and signs were created, before the stars of Heaven were made. His name was named in 
front of the Lord of spirits for him to be a staff for the righteous to support themselves and not fall; he will be the 
light of the heathens and the hope of those whose heart is troubled. 


All who dwell on earth will fall down to kneel before him, they will bless, praise and celebrate the Lord of spirits 
with song. For this reason, he was chosen and hidden before him, before the creation of the world and evermore. 
The wisdom of the Lord of spirits has revealed him to the holy and righteous ones, for he preserves the lot of the 
righteous who hated and despised the unrighteous world, who have hated its whole works and means in the 
Name of the Lord of spirits: they are saved 1n his Name and he is the avenger of their life. 


In those days, the kings of the earth and the strong ones who possess the earth will have their face downcast be- 
cause of the works of their hands: their souls will not be saved of their anguish in the days of affliction. I will give 
them over into the hands of mine elect. They will be burned in front of the holy ones as straw in fire, and be sink- 
ing in front of the righteous as lead in water, and no trace of them will be found anymore. Rest will be on earth in 
front of them in the days of affliction; they will fall and not rise again, there will be no one to take them with his 
hands to raise them, because they have denied the Lord of spirits and his anointed messiah. Blessed is the Name 
of the Lord of spirits! 


Wisdom is poured like water, glory fails not before him forever and ever: he is mighty 1n all the secrets of right- 
eousness. Unrighteousness will disappear as a shadow without persistence whilst the elect one stands before 
the Lord of spirits whose glory is forever and ever and his might to all generations. In him dwells the spirit of 
wisdom, which spirit of him gives knowledge, understanding, and might, in the soul of those who have fallen 
asleep in righteousness. When he will judge the secret things, no one will be able to utter a word of lie before

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him, for he is the elect one before the Lord of spirits according to his good pleasure. 


In those days, a change will take place in the lot of the holy and elect ones: the light of days will abide on them, 
glory and honour will turn to the holy ones. Evils will gather over the sinners in the days of affliction, but the 
righteous will be victorious in the Name of the Lord of spirits. 


He will cause others to witness that they repented and renounced the works of their hands; they will have no 
honour through the Name of the Lord of spirits, yet by his Name they will be saved and the Lord of spirits will 
have compassion on them, for he is righteous in his judgment and his compassion is great: in his glorious pres- 
ence in his judgment, any unrighteousness will be maintained. 


— Whoever does not repent before him will perish, and from now on he will show no mercy to them, 
said the Lord of spirits. 


In those days, the earth also will give back those who are treasured in it, Sheol also will give back what it has re- 
ceived, Sheol will give back what it owes: from among them, he will choose the righteous and the holy ones for 
the day of their redemption has drawn nigh. 


— In those days, when the elect one will sit on my throne, all the secret wisdom will stream from the 
counsels of his mouth. 


For the Lord of spirits has given this to him to glorify him. In those days, the mountains will leap as rams, the 
hills will skip as lambs satiated with milk; and they will all become angels in Heaven. Their faces will be lighted 
up with joy because in those days the elect one has appeared, and the earth will rejoice with the righteous ones 
who will dwell on it, and the elect ones will go to and fro on it. 


In that place whence I saw the visions of what is hidden while I was carried off in a whirlwind and borne to- 
wards west: there my eyes saw all the hidden things of Heaven that shall be: a mountain of iron, copper, silver, 
gold, soft metal, and of lead. I asked the angel who went with me: 


— What things are these I have seen secret? 


All these things you have seen serve the dominion of his anointed nw that he may be persuasive and 
mighty on earth, he said. 


Wait a little, said that angel of peace. There everything hidden which the Lord of spirits has estab- 
lished will be revealed to you. Those mountains your eyes have seen, the mountain of iron, copper, 
silver, gold, soft metal, and of lead, all these will become as wax before the fire 1n the presence of the 
elect one. Those mountains will become powerless before his feet as the water streams from top to 
bottom. 


In those days, it will happen that none shall be able to escape and none shall be saved, either by gold or silver. 
There will be no iron for war, nor chainmail for garment; bronze and tin will be useless, no value, and lead with- 
out demand: all these will be rejected and destroyed from the surface of the earth when the elect one will ap- 
pear in the face of the Lord of spirits. 


There, my eyes saw a valley with deep opened holes. All who dwell on the earth, in the Sea and islands, will 
bring him gifts and presents as tokens of homage, but that deep valley will not become filled because they com- 
mit crimes with their hands, sinners as they are, devouring criminally all acquisitions. They will perish in the face 
of the Lord of spirits and be removed continually and forever from the face of his earth, as I have seen the angels 
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of punishment ready to prepare all evil instruments accordingly for sinners. I asked the angel of peace who went 
with me: 


— For whom are these instruments prepared? 


They are for the kings and mighty ones of the earth thereby they may be destroyed, he said. After this, 
the elect one and the righteous ones will cause the house of his congregation to appear, then they will 
no more be obstructed in the Name of the Lord of spirits. These mountains will not hold firm when 
the earth and hills will be as fountain of water before his righteousness. And the righteous ones will 
rest from the oppression of sinners. 


In those days, I saw how the long ropes were given to those angels who took wings to themselves and flew to go 
towards north. I asked the angel: 


— Why have these angels taken the ropes and gone? 
They have gone to measure, he said. 


Those, said the angel who went with me, bring to the righteous ones the ropes of the righteousness’ 
lengths so that themselves keep on the Name of the Lord of spirits forever and ever. When the elect 
one will begin to dwell with the elect ones, those measures will give faith and strengthen righteous- 
ness. These measures reveal everything hidden in the depths of the earth: those who were destroyed 
by the desert, and those who were devoured by the fish of the Sea and by the beasts; so that they re- 
turn to themselves on the day of the elect one. For no one is destroyed, nor can be destroyed, before 
the Lord of spirits. 


All the powers who dwell above, in Heaven, received one command, one voice, and one light like fire. And they 
blessed that one above all, they extolled and lauded with wisdom, showing themselves wise in speech, in the 
spirit of life. 


The Lord of spirits will place the elect one on the throne of glory to judge all the works of the holy ones in the 
Heaven, and to weigh their deeds in the balance. He will lift his face to judge their secret means in accordance 
with the word and Name of the Lord of spirits, and their path in accordance with the way of the righteous judg- 
ment of the Lord of spirits; then they will, all with one voice, speak and bless, glorify, extol, and laud the Name 
of the Lord of spirits. On that day, he will call all the holy ones above and all the host of the Heavens, the host of 
God, cherubim, seraphim, ophanim, and all the angels of power, all the angels of principalities, the elect ones, 
and the other powers on the earth, over the sea. They will bless and glorify in one voice with the spirit of faith, 
wisdom, patience, mercy, judgment, peace, and of goodness, saying with one voice: 


Blessed is he! Blessed is the Name of the Lord of spirits forever and ever! 


All who do not sleep above in Heaven will bless him. All the holy ones in Heaven will bless him, with all the 
elect ones who dwell in the Garden of life, every spirit of light able to bless, glorify, extol, and sanctify your 
blessed Name, and all flesh will glorify and bless your Name beyond measure, forever and ever: 


Great is the mercy of the Lord of spirits for he 1s long-suffering! He has revealed all his work, all its 
extent, to the righteous and elect ones in the Name of the Lord of spirits. 


So the Lord commanded to the kings, the mighty, the exalted most esteemed, who dwell on the earth, saying: 
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— Open your eyes, lift up your horns, if you are able to recognise the elect one. 


The Lord of spirits seats him on the throne of his glory and pours over him the spirit of righteousness: the word 
of his mouth slays any sinner, any unrighteous 1s destroyed before his face. 


In that day, all the kings, the mighty, the exalted ones, and those who hold the earth, will stand to see and they 
will recognise him whilst he sits on the throne of his glory; the judgement of justice is before him, no word of lie 
is told before him. Pain will come on them as a woman in travail for the child soon came out of the womb. One 
part of them will look to the other and be terrified; their face will fall at the sight of the son of man seated on the 
throne of his glory and pain will seize them. 


The kings, the mighty ones, and all who possess the earth, will glorify, bless and praise him who was hidden, 
who rules over all. The son of man was hidden before the Most-High who had preserved him in the presence of 
his might, and had revealed him to the elect ones for the congregation of the holy and elect ones to be seeded. On 
that day, all the elect ones will stand before him. 


All the kings, the mighty, the exalted ones, and those who rule the earth, will fall on their faces before him and 
worship. They will set their hope on that son of man to petition him, supplicating for mercy at his hands. 


Nevertheless, the Lord of spirits will press them, so they will hastily come out of his presence, and darkness will 
pile up on their faces filled with shame. The angels of punishment will take them 1n charge to execute revenge on 
them for having oppressed his children and elect ones. They will be a demonstration for his righteous and elect 
ones who will rejoice since the wrath of the Lord of spirits remains on them and his sword drunk with their 
blood. 


On that day, the righteous and elect ones will be saved and never see again the face of the sinners and unrighte- 
ous from then. The Lord of spirits and that son of man will dwell with them: they will lie down, they will rise up, 
and they will eat partake forever and ever. The righteous and elect ones who will be risen from the earth, will 
cease to be downcast face and will be clothed with raiment of glory before the Lord of spirits. Your cloth will be 
raiment of life that does not grow old, and your glory will not fade away before the Lord of spirits. 


In those days, the kings and mighty ones who possessed the earth will implore his angels of punishment, to 
whom they are entrusted, to give them a little respite that they might fall down to worship the Lord of spirits and 
confess their sins to him. They will glorify and bless the Lord of spirits, saying: 


— Blessed is the Lord of spirits, Lord of the kings, of the rulers, of the mighty ones! Lord of glory and of wis- 
dom! Every secret is clear before you: your power is from age to age and your glory forever! Deep and in- 
numerable are all your unrevealed things and your righteousness beyond reckoning. We have learnt now to 
glorify and bless the Lord of kings, him who is king over all kings. 


And they will say: 


— Could we have rest to glorify and thank him, to confess our faith before his glory, now that we crave for a 
little rest but find it not... 
We are driven away and obtain it not. light is vanished before us and darkness is forever and ever our dwell- 
ing, for we have not believed in him, nor glorified the Name of the Lord of spirits, nor glorified as our Lord. 
Our hope was in our kingdom’s sceptre and our vain glory. He does not save us of our suffering in the days 
of affliction, and we find no respite to confess our faith, that our Lord 1s true in all his works, in his judg- 
ments, and his righteousness. His judgments have no respect for personalities, and we shall fade away from 
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before his face on account of our works, for all our sins, which are reckoned by justice and now say for us: 
Our souls were satiated with the unrighteous means that do not prevent us from going down in the 
pain of Sheol’s flame. 


After that, their face will be filled with darkness before that son of man: they will be banished from his presence, 
and the sword will dwell among them before his face, as spoke the Lord of spirits: 


— This is the decree of judgment for kings, mighty exalted ones, and those who possessed the earth be- 
fore the Lord of spirits. 


I saw other forms in that place of secret and I heard the voice of the angel saying: 


These angels are those who descended to the earth, who revealed what was hidden to the children of 
men, and induced the children of men to commit sin. 


ArTOUCALTIT Se OF WEEKS 


Enoch the scribe wrote this complete doctrine of wisdom and judge of the whole earth, deserves the praise of all 
men and all my children who will dwell on the earth, and future generations who will observe justice and peace. 
Let not your spirit trouble on account of the times, for the holy great One has appointed days for all things. He 
who is righteous will arise from sleep, he will arise and walk in the path of righteousness, and all his path and 
conversation will be in eternal goodness and grace: he will be gracious to the righteous and will give him eternal 
uprightness, he will give him power, and he will live in righteous goodness and walk in eternal light. Sin will per- 
ish in darkness for ever, and no more be seen from that day for evermore. 


After that Enoch began to recount from the books. And Enoch spoke: 


— Concerning the children of righteousness, concerning the elect of the world and plant of uprightness - of 
these I will speak to you and announce to you, my sons, according to that which appeared to me in the 
heavenly vision, I Enoch know through the word of the holy angels, and have learnt from the heavenly ta- 
bles. 


And Enoch began to recount from the books and spoke: 
— Iwas born the 7" in the first week, while judgment and righteousness still tarried. 


After me, in the second week will arise great wickedness and treachery will spring up. In it there will be 
the first end, and in it a man Noah will be saved. After it 1s ended, unrighteousness will grow and he will 
make a law’ for sinners. 


After that, in the third week, at its close, a man Abraham will be chosen as the plant of righteous judgment, 
and after him will come forevermore the plant of righteousness. 

After that, in the fourth week, at its close, visions of the holy and righteous ones will be seen and a law for 
all future generations; an enclosure will be made for them. 


After that, in the fifth week, at its close /° Temple, the house of glory and dominion will be built forever. 


After that in the sixth week, all those who live in it will be blinded and the hearts of all of them will be 
given over to a wicked forgetfulness of wisdom, and in it a man will ascend; and at its close the house of

dominion will be burnt with fire, and the whole race of the elect root will be dispersed. 


After that in the seventh week, a generation will arise with many deeds and all its deeds will be apostate.° 
At its close 2” Temple, the elect of righteousness Jesus of the plant of eternal righteousness will be elected to 
receive sevenfold instruction concerning his whole creation. 


After that, there will be another week of righteousness, the eighth, to which a sword will be given that 
the judgment of justice may be executed on those who commit oppression. The sinners will be entrusted to 
the hands of the righteous ones Azosiles; at its close 3 Temple,’ they will acquire eavenly houses through 
their righteousness and the house of the great king will be built in more glory forever. 


After that, in the ninth week, the judgment of justice will be revealed to the whole world* and all the 
works of godless vanished from the whole earth. Whilst the world will be written for destruction, all man- 
kind will look to the path of uprightness. 


After that, in the tenth week, in the 7™ part, there will be the great eternal judgment in which he will exe- 
cute vengeance amongst the angels. The first Heaven will depart and pass away, and a new Heaven will ap- 
pear and all the powers of Heavens will shine sevenfold forever. After that there will be weeks without num- 
ber forever in goodness and righteousness, and sin will no more be mentioned forever. 


LAWS OF ENOCH, 


I tell you, my children, distribute the books to your children, in all your families among the nations: 
those who are wise, who fear God; let them receive them, let them read them and love them more 
than food; those who are senseless, who have no thought of the Lord, who do not fear God, will not receive 
them but turn and keep themselves away from them; the terrible judgement shall await them. Blessed 1s the 
man who bears their yoke, and puts it on, for he shall be set free in the great day of judgement. 


I swear to you my children, but I will not swear by a single oath, neither by Heaven, nor by earth, nor by 
any other creature which God made, for God said: There is no swearing in me, nor injustice, but truth. If 
there is no truth in men, let them swear by a word, yea yea, or nay nay. Therefore I swear to you, yea yea, 
that there has not been even a man since his mother's womb to whom a place has not been prepared for 
every soul; and a measure is fixed how long a man shall be tried in this world. O my children, be not de- 
ceived, there is a place prepared for every soul of man. I have laid down in the writings the actions of every 
man, and no one born on the earth can hide himself, nor can his deeds be concealed, I see all. 


Now therefore my children, accomplish the number of your days with patience and meekness, and you shall 
inherit the endless life which is to come. Every wound, every affliction, every bad word and attack, endure 
for the sake of the Lord.'® And do not repay when you might have vengeance, either on your neighbour or 
your enemy, for God will repay as your avenger in the great day of judgement. Let it not be for you to take 
vengeance. 


Whoever of you spends gold or silver, for the sake of a brother, shall recetve abundant treasure in the day of 
judgement; likewise if you give a hand to the orphan, the widow, and the stranger. Give a hand to the poor

Whatever violent and grievous yoke put upon you, endure all for the Lord's sake, and so you will receive 
your reward in the day of judgement. 


Morning, afternoon and evening, it is good to go into the house of the Lord to glorify the Creator of all. Let 
every thing that has breath glorify him! Let every creature, visible and invisible, give praise! 

Blessed is the man who opens his lips to praise God of sabaot, praises the Lord with his heart. 

Blessed is he who opens his lips to the blessing and praise of God. 

Blessed is he who blesses all the works of the Lord. 

Blessed is he who looks to raise his own hand for labour. 

Blessed is he who preserves the foundations of his fathers from the beginning. 

Blessed is he who establishes peace and love. 

Blessed is he who does speak peace, not with his tongue, but in his heart, where is peace to all. 

All these things will be revealed in the great day of judgement, in measures and in books. 


My children, the appointed day and time have drawn near and constrain me to depart; the angels will come 
and stand before me on the earth waiting what has been ordered them. In the morning, I shall go to the 
highest Heavens to my eternal habitation. Therefore I tell you how to do all that is good before the face of 
the Lord. 


Methusalem Methuselah n7W Nn» having answered his father Enoch said: 


If it is good in your eyes, my father, let me put food before your face and then, having blessed our houses 
and your sons, and all your family, let your people be glorified by you; and then afterwards you will depart 
as God has said. 


Enoch answered his son Methusalem and said: 


Hear my child, stnce God has anointed me with the oil of his glory, there has been no food 1n me and my 
soul remembers nothing of earthly pleasure, nor do I desire anything earthly. 


Call all your brothers, all your families, and the elders of the people, that I may speak to them and depart as 
is appointed for me. 


Methusalem hastened and called his brethren Regim, Riman, Ukhan, Khermion [Gaidal], and the elders of the 
people, and brought them all before the face of his father Enoch. Having blessed them, he spoke to them. 


Listen to me, my sons. In those days when the Lord came upon the earth for the sake of Adam, and visited 
all his creation which he had made himself. The Lord called all the cattle of the earth, all creeping things, all 
the fowls that fly in the air, and brought them all before the face of our father Adam. 


He gave names to all living things of the earth, and the Lord made him lord over all. He put all things under 
his hands, subdued all to submission and obedience to Adam, for the Lord created Adam as master over all 
his possessions o7 earth. 


The Lord will not judge any soul of beast on account of human, but he will judge the human’s soul on ac- 
count of the souls of beasts in the world to come. As there is a specific place for human according to the 
number of all the souls of men, so there is also of beasts; and not one soul which God has made will perish 
till the great judgement, and every soul of beast will bring charge against man if he feeds them badly. 
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The man who shall act lawlessly towards the souls of beasts, acts lawlessly towards his own soul; he shall of- 
fer and make his sacrifice of clean animals that he may preserve his soul. For he preserves his soul by offer- 
ing a sacrifice from clean beasts and birds. Bind everything that 1s given you for food by the four feet, as 
atonement; he who acts righteously preserves thereby his soul. 


He who shall kill an unwounded beast, kills its soul; he sins against his own flesh. 

Any one who shall injure secretly an animal, sin against his soul, it is an evil custom. 

He who shall injure a man’s soul, injures his own soul; there is no salvation for his flesh, no forgiveness 
forever. He who shall kill a man’s soul, kills his own soul, and destroys his own body; there is no salva- 
tion for him forever. He who shall prepare a net for another man, will fall into it himself; there is no salva- 
tion for him forever. 

He who prepares a weapon against a man shall not escape punishment in the great judgement forever. 

He who acts crookedly or speaks badly against any soul shall have any righteousness for himself forever. 
Therefore my children, preserve your heart from any wrong the Lord hates. 

As a man asks for his soul from God, so let him do unto every living soul. 

For in the world to come, I know all things, how there are many mansions prepared for men - good for the 
good, evil for the evil, many without number. Blessed are those who shall go to the mansions of the blessed! 
For there is no rest in the miscreant ones, nor any means of return from them. 

Listen my children, small and big. If a man conceives a good thought in his heart to offer before the Lord the 
works which his hands have not wrought: the Lord will turn his face away from the man’s hands so he can- 
not gain advantage from his hand’s work; if his hands have wrought but his heart murmurs continually and 
does not make an offering of his heart: he has no success by murmuring. 


Blessed is the man of patience who brings his gifts before the face of the Lord, for he shall avert the recom- 
pense of his sin. If he speaks words out of season there is no repentance for him: if he lets the appointed time 
pass and does not perform the work, he is not blessed; for there is no repentance after death. For every deed 
which a man does unseasonably is an offence before men, and a sin before God. 


A man who clothes the naked, and feeds the hungry, gets recompense from God. 
But he works for himself a double evil if his heart murmurs: he works destruction to what he gives, and there 
shall be no reward for it. 


The poor man whose heart 1s satisfied, or whose flesh is clothed, and behaves with disdain: he destroys all 
the reward of his endurance to poverty, he shall not gain the blessing. The Lord hates every disdainful, and 
those who speak with self-importance and every lying word to cover wrong: they will be cut with a sharp 
deadly sword to be thrown in the fire and bum for ever. 


When Enoch said these words to his sons, all far and near heard how the Lord called Enoch. The princes of the 
people and the people took counsel and all said: 


— Let us go and kiss Enoch! 


The men, 3,000 in number, assembled and came to the place Achuzan where Enoch and his sons were. The el- 
ders of the people came together, made obeisance, kissed Enoch, and said to him: 


— Father Enoch, blessed of the Lord the eternal King: bless your sons and all the people that we may be glori- 
fied before you today! You are glorified before the face of God forever since the Lord has chosen you, above 
all men on earth, to appoint you scribe of his creation visible and invisible, in revenge against men’s sins, in 
rescue for your family. 
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— Listen my children, Enoch answered all his people, the Lord made all things before all creatures were made, 
and anything existed, both visible and invisible. After the times passed that these things came, understand 
how, after all these things, he made Adam after his likeness, in his own image, and placed in him, eyes to 
see, ears to hear, a heart to understand, a reason to take counsel. 


The Lord contemplated the world for the sake of Adam, making all the creation for his sake, and divided it 
into times. From times he made years, from years he made months, from months he made days, and from 
days he made seven; and in these he made the hours, and divided them into small parts, for Adam to under- 
stand the seasons, to calculate the years, the months, and the hours, their beginnings, ends, and alternations; 
for Adam to calculate his life from the beginning to death, to meditate his sin, and to write his wrong deeds 
and the good ones. 


As nothing is hidden before the Lord from all that is done on earth, let each man knows his deeds, and not 
transgress the commands, that he keeps my writings purposefully from generation to generation; until all the 
creation visible and invisible comes to the end that the Lord has made, then each man will come to the great 
judgement of the Lord. Thereby the times will perish, there will be no year, no month or day, there will be 
no hours to be reckoned, there will be one eternity. All the just who will escape the great judgement of the 
Lord will be gathered in eternal life: the just shall be together, gathered for ever and ever, and they shall be 
eternal. 


There will be no labour, no sickness, no sorrow, no anxiety, no need, no night or darkness, but a great light, 
that will be unto them a great wall that cannot be broken, bright and incorruptible, and the Garden shall be 
their protection and their eternal habitation. All corruptible things will vanish and there will be eternal life. 


My children, preserve your souls from all the wrongdoing that the Lord hates, but rather walk before his face 
with trembling fear to serve him only. Worship the true God, not dumb idols. Pay attention to his com- 
mand. Bring every requested offering before his face. The Lord hates what is unfair: he sees every thing, 
whatever man’s heart meditates, the counsel he plans, and every thought, continually before the Lord. 


If you look at Heavens, the Lord is there; the Lord made the Heavens. 

If you look at the earth, the Lord is there; the Lord made firm the earth and established every creature in it. 
If you look at the sea’s depths, everything under earth, the Lord is there; the Lord created all things. 
Do not bow down to the Lord’s work, nor to men’s work, neglecting the Lord of all creation. 

No deed is hidden before the face of the Lord. 

My children, walk in faith and truth, in the promises, even in long suffering foug/imess, in humility, in spite of 
calumny and insult, 1n sickness, 1n abuse, 1n wounds, in temptation, in nakedness, in deprivation, loving one 
another, till you depart from this sick world to be heirs of eternity: for blessed are the just who will escape 
the great judgement. They will be seven times brighter than the sun; for in the ages altogether, the 7" part is 
separated. As for the light, the Garden, food, sweetness, bitterness, Darkness, tortures, fires, frosts, and other 
things; I have put all this in writing that you may read and understand. 


After Enoch had discoursed with the people, the Lord sent a darkness on the earth. There was a gloom which hid 
those men standing with Enoch; the angels hasted to take Enoch and carried him to the highest Heaven where 
the Lord received him, and set him before his face. Then the darkness departed from the earth and there was 
light. The people did not understand how Enoch was taken and glorified God. And they departed to their 
houses. 


Enoch was born the 6" day of the month tsivan, he lived 365 years, he was taken into Heaven the 1“ day of 
tsivan, and he was in Heaven 60 days. He wrote the descriptions of all which the Lord had made as the creation; 
he wrote 366 books and gave them to his sons. He was on earth 30 days, and so he was taken to Heaven in the 
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same month tsivan,'! on the 6" day, the same day he was born at the same hour. As each man has but a dark 
existence in this life, so also his beginning of birth and departure from this life. He began in the hour he was 
born, in that he departs. 


Methusalem hasted with all his brethren, sons of Enoch, to build an altar in the place called Achuzan whence 
Enoch was taken up to Heaven. They took cattle and invited all the people to sacrifice before the face of the 
Lord. All the people came, the elders of the people and all the host of them to the festivity, and brought their gifts 
to the sons of Enoch. They made a great festivity, rejoicing and being merry for three days, praising God who 
had given such a sign by means of Enoch who had found favour with him, and that they should hand it to their 
son's sons from generation to generation for ever.

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MELCHIZEDEK’S BIRTH 

El Nascita di Melchisedec, nel Libro segreto sul rapimento di 
Enoch il giusto 69-73 

On the 3 day, at the time of evening, the elders of the people 
spoke to Methuselah, saying: —Come and stand before the face of 
the Lord, before the face of your people, and before the altar of the 
Lord, and you will be glorified in your people. Methuselah answe- 
red his people: -O Lord God of my father Enoch, it is he himself 
who will raise a priest over his people. The people waited all night 
that night in the Azuchan place and Methuselah remained at the 
altar and prayed to the Lord and said: —Lord of all the century, 
who are the only one, who chose our father Enoch. O Lord, reveal 
a priest for your people and make the hearts heard of your glory 
and do everything according to your will. Methuselah fell asleep 
and the Lord appeared to him in a nocturnal vision and said to 
him: —Listen Methuselah, I am the Lord God of your father 
Enoch. Lasten to the voice of your people to stand before them and 
in front of my altar, and I will glorify you before this people of 
mine for all the days of your life. Methuselah, having risen from 
his sleep, blessed him who had appeared to him. The elders of the 
people turned to Methuselah in the morning and the Lord God 
directed the heart of Methuselah to hear the voice of the people 
and he said to them: —May the Lord our God do on his people 
what ts good in his eyes. Sarsan, Charmis and Zaxas and the 
elders of the people hurried and wrapped up Methuselah in a 
splendid garment and put a bright crown on his head. The people 
hurried and the people led sheeps and oxen and birds, all 
carefully chosen, to Methuselah to be sacrificed (before) in the face 
of the Lord and in front of the people. Methuselah went up to the 
place of sacrifice of the Lord, as the morning star rises and all the 
people went to its place. Methuselah stood near the altar and all 
the people around the altar. The elders of the people took the 
rams and the oxen, bound them all fours feet, and placed them at 
the head of the altar, and the people said to Methuselah: —Take 
your knife and slay these carefully chosen animals (in front) of the 
face of the Lord. Methuselah stretched out his hands to Heaven, 
called upon the Lord, saying: —Alas Lord, who am I to stand at 
the head of your altar, and at the head of all your peopl... Now 
O Lord, Lord! Cast your eyes upon your servant, on the head of 
all your people, on all that has been carefully chosen, and gives 
grace to your servant before this people, so that they may under- 
stand that it is you who have established a priest for your people. 
It happened that while Methuselah prayed, the altar shook, the 
knife lifted from the altar and leaped into the hands of Methuse- 
lah before all the people. Al the people began to tremble and 
glorified the Lord. Methuselah was honored (before) in the face of 
the Lord and in front of all the people from that day. Methuselah 
took and slain all that came from the people, and the people rejor- 
ced before the face of the Lord and the face of Methuselah that 
day, and then went into their homes. From that day Methuselah 
was at the head of the altar and at the head of all the people. In 
1480, he visited the whole earth and sought out all those who 
believed in the Lord; those who had changed them, he corrected 
them and converted them, and found no man who turned away 
from the face of the Lord for all the days that Methuselah lived. 
The Lord blessed Methuselah and had benevolence for his sacri- 
fices and his gifts, and for all the service that he served (before) in 
the face of the Lord. After the end of the days of Methuselah, the 
Lord appeared to him in a nocturnal vision and told him: —Lis- 
ten Methuselah, I am the God of your father Enoch. I want you 
to know that the days of your life are over, for you approach to 
the day of your rest. Call Nir, the 2"4 son of your son Lamech to 
put on your sacred garments and place him at my altar; and tell 
him every-thing that will happen to him in his days, of the whole 
earth, of every man, of all that moves on the earth, since in his 
days there will be a great disorder on the earth, because man has 
become envious of his neighbor and people will hurl themselves 
against people, and nation will raise war against nation, the who- 
le earth will be filled with blood and evil disorder. Moreover, they 
will abandon their Creator and worship what 1s fixed in Heaven, 
what walks on earth, the waves of the sea, and the adversary will 
exult and rejoice in their works for my affliction. The whole earth 
will change its order, and every fruit and every herb will change 
their times because they will wait for the time of destruction. And 
all the nations will change on earth for my affliction. Then I will 
command the Abyssal waters to come out and fall upon the earth, 
and the deposits of the heavenly waters will come out and rush to 


the earth in a great matter, according to the first matter, and the 
whole constitution of the earth will perish and the whole earth will 
be shaken and deprived of its firmness since that day. Then I will 
preserve Noah, the first-born son of your son Lamech, and cause 
another world to rise from his seed, and his seed will last for 
centuries. Methuselah rose from his sleep greatly afflicted by the 
dream. He called all the elders of the people and told them every- 
thing the Lord had told him, and the vision of what had 
appeared to him from the Lord. The people were afflicted with his 
vision and answered him: —Ihe Lord has the power to do 
according to his will and now he does everything as the Lord has 
told you. Methuselah called Nir, the 2”4 son of Lamech and 
dressed him in the robes of the priesthood in front of all the 
people, and placed him at the head of the altar and taught him 
everything he had to do among the people. —Nir will be in front of 
you, from this day, the guiding principle. The people ans-wered: — 
Methuselah, let him be for us and for the word of the Lord, as he 
has told you. While Methuselah spoke to the people, his soul was 
troubled; he bent his knees and stretched his hands to Heaven 
and prayed to the Lord; and while he prayed, his spirit came out. 
Nir and all the people hurried to build a tomb for Methuselah 
and placed incense and cane for him and many sacred things. Nur 
and the people went, lifted up the body of Methuselah and placed 
it in the sepulcher that had built it and covered it. The people 
said: —Blessed was Methuselah (before) in the face of the Lord 
and in front of all the people! From there they gathered and Nir 
said to the people: —Hurry up today, bring the ram, the bull, the 
turtledove and the dove, so that we sacrifice (be-fore) the face of the 
Lord and rejoice today and then go to your homes. The people 
listened to Nir the priest, hurried and led (the animals) and 
bound them at the head of the altar. Nir took the knife of 
sacrifice and sacrificed (before) to the face of the Lord. The people 
hurried to do (what it should) and rejoiced (before) in the face of 
the Lord; all the day the Lord God, Savior of Nir, was glorified 
before the people. From that day all was in peace and in order 
over the whole earth in the days of Nur, for 202 years. After this 
the people turned away from the Lord and began to be envious of 
each other; and people rose up against the people, and nation rose 
up in war against nation, and there was great turbulence. Nir the 
priest heard and was greatly afflicted and said in his heart: —The 
time has come, may it please God for the word the Lord said to 
Methuselah, father of my father. Here is Sofo-nim, his wife of 
Nir, being sterile had not begat (child) to Nir. Sofonim was at 
the time of old age, on the day of death, and conceived in his 
womb. Nir the priest had not slept with her since the day on 
which the Lord had placed him before the people. Sofonim was 
ashamed and hid every day, and none of the people heard about 
her. She was at the day of delivery, Nur remembered his wife and 
called her to visit (ber) house to converse with her. Sofonim went 
to see her husband, she was pregnant at the time of delivery. 
Seeing her, Nir was greatly ashamed of her and said to her: — 
Why did you do this woman, and shame me in front of all the 
people? Now get away from me, go where you conceived the shame 
of your womb, because I will not put my hands upon you and sin 
(before) in the face of the Lord. Sofonim rephed to her husband, 
saying: —Behold, my lord, the time of my old age, the ardour of 
youth has not been in me, and I do not know how the indecency of 
my womb was conceived. Nir did not believe her and Nir told her 
a second time: — Go away from me, so that I do not strike you 
and sin (before) the face of the Lord. It happened that while Nir 
spoke to his wife, Sofonim fell at the foot of Nir and died. Nir 
became very afflicted and said in his heart: —Did that happen to 
you by my word? Now, the eternal Lord is merciful, because my 
hand has not been on her. Nir hurried to close the door of his 
house and went to his brother Noah, and told him everything that 
had happened to his wife. Noah hastened to his brother's room 
and the appearance of his brother's wife (was) in death and his 
womb (was) in the time of childbirth Noah said to Nir: —Do not 
be afflicted, Nir my brother, because the Lord today has covered 
our shame; because none of the people know it and now let us 
hurry, bury it and the Lord will cover our shame. I will put 
Sofonim on a bed, dressed her in black robes, closed the door and 
dug a tomb in secret. They went out for her grave, the boy came 
out of the corpse of Sofonim and was sitting on the bed. Noah 
and Nur went in to bury Sofonim and saw the boy sitting near 
the corpse, drying his garment. Noah and Nur were very 
frightened and the child had in fact the body well made and spoke 
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with his mouth to bless the Lord. Noah and Nir looked at him 
a lot, saying: —Ihis (comes) from the Lord, my brother; here is 
the seal of the priest-hood (was) on his chest and (was) glorious in 
appearance. Noah said to Nir: —Behold Brother, the Lord re- 
news the abode presence of sanctification after us. Nir and Noah 
hurried to wash the boy and dressed him in the robes of the priest- 
hood. Nir gave him the blessed breads and he ate. And they 
called him by the name of Melchixedek. Noah and Nir took the 
body of Sofonim, undressed her black robes, washed her body and 
dressed her in bright chosen robes and built her another tomb. 
Noah, Nir, and Melchizedek went and buried it openly (and) 
honorably. Noah said to his brother: Guard the child in secret 
until the time (favorable), since people have become-me wicked 
over the whole earth; and seeing it, somehow they will make him 
die. And Noah went to his place. Because there were much int- 
guities upon all the earth in the days of Nir, Nir grieved much 
more for the boy, saying: -What will I do with hime? Stretching 
his hands to Heaven, Nir called upon the Lord, saying: Alas, O 
eternal Lord! All iniquities have multi-pled on earth in my days, 
and I understand that our end is near. Now Lord, what is the 
appearing of this child: what is his destiny, what will I do with 
him, why be involved with us in this destruction? The Lord heard 
Nir and appeared to him in a nocturnal vision and said: — 
Behold Nir, a great perdition has already taken place on earth, I 
will not suffer it, nor will I endure it any more. Here I am 
thinking to drop a great destruc-tion down to earth. Do not worry 
for the boy, Nir, I will soon send my archangel Michael and he 
will take the child and lay him in the Garden of Eden; he will 
not perish with those who must perish. I have shown him and he 
will be Melchizedek my priest of priests; in the centuries, I will 
sanctify him and transform him into a great people that will 
sanctify me. Rising from his sleep, Nur blessed the Lord who 
appeared to him, saying: —Blessed ts the Lord God of our fathers 
who did not blame my priesthood in the priesthood of my fathers! 
Because your word has created a great priest in the womb of 
Sofonim my wife. I have no offspring, and this child. in the place 
of my descendants, will become my son and you will count him 
with your servants, with Sonft, Onoch, Rust, Milam, Seruch, 
Arusan, Nail, Enoc, Methuselah, and your servant Nur; and 
Melchizedek will be the head of the priests in another lineage. I 
know that this lineage will end in confusion, that all will perish, 
and Noah my brother will be preserved in another lineage for 
procreation, and from his race a large people will rise and 
Melchizedek will become the head of the priests in a people of a 
kingdom that serves you Lord.

| n the 28™ jubilee, Noah M began to enjoin the sons of his sons to the ordinances 
of the judgments and the law.

the angels of the Lord descended on the Earth, those who are named the Watchers, that they should instruct the children of men, and that they should do judgment and uprightness on the Earth.

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Every one allowed oneself to enjoy the pleasure to work iniquity. Much blood was shed and the earth was filled 
with malevolence.

Every desire of their human imagination was determined with arrogance and vice continually, and much blood 
was shed on earth. Because of their wicked deeds, for the blood they had shed in the midst of the earth, the Lord 
destroyed everything from the face of the earth; he destroyed everything. Only you, my sons, and I were left with 
all those that entered the ark with us. 


LAWS ON BLOOD SHED 


Now that I see your works in front of me, I see how seditions began among you and your children, because you 
do not walk in righteousness. You parted from one another since you began to walk in the path of destruction, 
being envious one another and not in peace, each one of you my sons with his brother. I fear on your behalf, for 
after my death you will shed blood on the earth; therefore you will be destroyed from the face of the earth. 


Whoever sheds man's blood or eats flesh’s blood will fully be destroyed from the earth. 

No man who eats flesh’s blood, or shed man’s blood on earth will be left, nor living seed will be left to him under 
Heaven, but they shall go into Sheol: they will descend 1n the place of condemnation, in the darkness of the deep, 
and they will be fully removed into an intense death. 


May no blood be on you of all the blood. May the blood shed be covered in the ground when you kill any beasts, 
cattle, or any that fly, all the days on the earth. As I have been commanded to testify to you and your children 
together, cover the blood of all flesh so you will do good for your souls. 

Do not be like the ones who eat with blood, guard yourselves that no one eats blood in front of you. Do not suf- 
fer the soul b/ood to be eaten with the flesh; let not your life depend on the hands which shed blood for the earth 
will be purified and cleansed only by the blood of him who had shed it, throughout all his generations. 


Now hearken, my children, work knowingly with judgment of righteousness that you may plant righteousness 
over the face of the whole earth, and may your glory rise before my God who saved me from the waters of the 
flood.

* The Book of Adam and Eve 3-24 (p.174), Malan 1882 - After came Serok Serg his son, in whose days idol-gods of stone were openly 
worshipped in the world. The children of men began to make idols of stone. And the children of men multiplied upon the earth, and 
their wickedness increased also; for they had neither law or order, and no teachers to guide them in the way of righteousness, nor any 
one to be judge among them. Wherefore they grew worse and wotse, and wandered farther from the way of God; every one of them 
did what he himself listed, and they made for themselves idol-gods, which they worshipped. They had no hope in the resurrection of 
the dead. But whenever one of them died, they buried him and set up an idol over his grave, and said, that was his god, that would 
show him mercy in his grave. They said also, as regards the dead, that when his god was set up over his grave, the remembrance of 
him would not cut off from the face of the earth.

And the prince Mastema saan exerted himself to do all this, and he sent forth other spirits, those which were put under his hand, 
to do all manner of wrong and sin, and all manner of transgression, to corrupt and destroy, and to shed blood upon the earth. For this 
reason he called the name of Seroh Serug for every one turned to do all manner of sin and transeression.| Tales of Solomon 4 (p.85), 
Seymour 1924 - Solomon entered this building, and he saw a seated image; any who looked upon it would have deemed that it lived;

On the day while I polished the idols of my father Terah and of his brother Nahor, I searched who truly was the 
almighty god. At the time which fell to my lot,’ I Abraham fulfilled the services to my father Terah for his idols 
of wood, stone, gold, silver, brass and of iron. 


Entered in their temple for service, I found the idol of carved stone, Merumat, fallen at the feet of the idol of iron, 
Nahon. Seeing this, my heart and my mind was perplexed. Unable to put it back alone, because it was a heavy 
large stone, I went to inform my father and both of us moved it to put it to its place. While I was holding its 
head, it fell from it. My father said to me: 


— Abraham! 

— Herelam. 

— Bring me an axe of the small ones from the house, he said. 

When I brought it to him, he carved Merumat anew out of another stone, and placed on it the head fallen from 


Merumat and crushed the rest of it. Then he made five other idols and gave them to me, telling me to sell them 
outside, in the street of the town. 


I saddled my father’s donkey, placed them on it, and went to the inn to sell them. Merchants from Fandana of 
Syria were travelling with camels to Egypt to trade. When I spoke with them, one of their camels groaned and 
scared the donkey which moved away, and the idols shook and fell; three were smashed and two preserved. See- 
ing that I had idols, the syrians said to me: 


— Why did you not tell us, they would not have been lost! Give us what remain at any rate, we will give you

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the proper price for them. 


I was concerned how I could bring the purchase price to my father for the three broken ones, which I cast in 
River Gur, into the depths at that place; they sank and there was nothing more of them. 


When I was still on the way, my heart was perplexed within me, my mind was distracted. I said 1n my heart: 
What bad deed is my father doing... rather he is the creator of his idols which came to exist by his skill, his chis- 
els and lathes. Rather it is fitting that they should worship my father as they are his work. What is my father’s de- 
lusion about his works? Lo, Merumat fell, unable to rise in its own temple. Nor could I move it by myself until 
my father came to move together. When its head fell, he set it on another idol of stone he made. The other five 
idols broke down from the ass, unable to help themselves to come out of the river or to take revenge on the ass 
for having broken them. Again I said in my heart: How can my father’s idols rescue a man or reward a man’s 
prayer, having the head of another stone, itself made of stone? 


I reached my father’s house while I was yet thinking. I watered the ass, put hay for it, and brought the silver to 
my father Terah. He was glad and said: 


— Abraham, you are blessed by my idols! You have brought the idols’ price so that my work was not in vain. 


— Hear Terah, my father, I answered. The idols are blessed by you: since you have made them, you are their 
idol! But for their blessing, it 1s rumination, and their power is vain. If they can not help themselves, how 
could they help you or bless me! 

I thought of you with kindness 1n this affair, and have brought you the money for the broken idols. 


He became furiously angry against me at my word, because I had said hard words about his idols. I thought my 
father’s anger was gone. However, he said: 


— Collect the wood’s fragments from the idols of pine-wood I made before you came. And make ready the 
food of my mid-day meal, he said. 


While I was collecting the fragments of wood, it came to pass that I found a little idol lying among the brush- 
wood. On its forehead was written idol Barisat. I did not inform my father. I laid the fragments in the fire in or- 
der to make ready the food for my father, and before I went out to ask a question concerning the food, I placed 
Barisat before the fire, threatening it, saying: 


— Pay attention Barisat that the fire does not die until I return, blow on it if it dies! 


I went out for my purpose, and on my return, I found Barisat fallen backwards, its feet surrounded by fire and 
badly burnt. I burst out laughing and I said to myself: Truly you can light the fire and cook food... 


And while I spoke in my laughter, it came to pass that 1t was burnt by fire and reduced to ashes. I brought food to 
my father and I gave him wine and milk. He did eat and was glad; he blessed his idol Merumat. 


— Father Terah, I said, do not bless your idol Merumat, nor praise him. Rather, praise your idol Barisat who 
loves you more, because it cast itself into the fire to cook your food! 


— Where is he now? He said. 
— It burnt to ashes in the strength of the fire, and reduced to dust. 


— Great is the power of Barisat! I will make another today, and tomorrow he will prepare my food, he said. 
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When I Abraham heard such words, I sighed with grief in the anger of my soul, saying to myself: How fabricated 
statues made by him can be a help to my father? If the body is subject to the soul, and the soul to the spirit, how 


shall the spirit be to foolishness and ignorance? And I said: It is fitting to endure evil once. Now I will direct my 


mind in what is pure, and set my thoughts openly in front of him. And I answered him: 


Father Terah, no matter which one of these you praises as an idol, foolishness 1s in your mind. The idols of 
your brother Haran in the temple are more worthy of honour than yours; for Zucheus, your brother’s idol is 
more worthy of honour than your idol Merumat because it is made of gold, a very high value by people. And 
when it gets older in years, it will be molded again. But if the stone of Merumat is broken, it will not be re- 
newed. 


This is also the case with Joavon, the idol that stands with Zucheus over the other idols, which are made of 
silver. Before Barisat was prepared, its wood rooted in the earth, great and wonderful, with the glory of 
branches and blossom, before you hewed with the axe. Lo, its fatness has withered and perished, fallen from 
height to the ground, from great to little, and its countenance is vanished. Barisat is no more; burnt in the fire 
and reduced to ashes. As you said: Today I will make another one to make ready my food tomorrow. But it 
has perished, entirely destroyed! 


Fire is more worthy of honour than all things formed, even what is not subject to it will be subject, because 
its flames mocked perishable things. 

Even more worthy of honour is water, because it defeats fire and satiate the earth: even so I do not call it 
God, because it is subject to the earth to which the water inclines. 

I say the earth is much more worthy of honour, because it overpowers the nature of water. However, even 
so, I do not call it God, for it dries by the sun and 1s to be tilled by men according to their lot. 

I say the sun is more worthy of honour than the earth, because its rays illuminate the whole world and oth- 
ers atmospheres: even so I do not call it God, because its course is obscured by clouds and at night. 

No either do I say the moon or the stars are God, because they do also obscure light at night in their season. 


Hear father Terah, for I will make you known the God who has made everything, not these we behold as 
idols. Who he is then who makes Heavens crimson, the sun golden, and moon and stars glimmering? Who 
made the earth dried in the centre of many waters, and placed you in? Yet God reveals himself to us through 
himself! 


While I was talking to my father Terah in the court of the house, it came to pass that the voice of a Mighty one, 


coming down from Heaven in a fiery cloud-burst, said aloud: 


— Abraham, Abraham. 


Here I am. 


You, who seek the Creator God of all in the understanding of your heart, here I am. Go out from 
your father Terah’s house so that you will be not slain too for the sins of your father’s house, the 
voice said. 


So I went out, and arrived in front of the door of the court, it came to pass that a great thunder’s sound came 


down, and he and his house burnt down to the ground, with everything whatsoever in his house of forty cubits. 


Thereafter a voice came to me, saying twice: 


— Abraham, Abraham! 


Here I am, I said. 
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— Fear not. 1am God Almighty before the worlds, he who has created the light of the world. I am your 
shield and your helper: because you have loved to search for me, I have named you my friend. Go 
take me a three years old heifer, a three years old she-goat, a three years old ram, a turtledove and a 
pigeon, to be offered to me as a pure sacrifice.

It came to pass, when I heard the voice of him who said such words, I looked hither and thither, and lo, there 
was no man’s breath. My spirit was so frighten that my soul left me, I became as a stone fallen on the ground 
with none strength to stand. I was still lying, face on the ground, when I heard the voice of the holy One: 


— Go Jaoel by means of my ineffable Name, raise me this man afar and strengthen him from trembling. 
The angel sent came to me in the likeness of man and grasped my right hand, he put me on my feet and said: 


Stand up, friend who loves God! Don’t let human’s trembling seize you. Lo, I was sent to strengthen 
you and to bless you in the Name of God, you who love the Creator of the celestial and terrestrial. Be 
quick and fearless unto him. I am called Jaoel by him who moves that power to exist with me, on the 
seventh expanse of the firmament, by the virtue of the ineffable Name that dwells in me. I am the one 
who was given to restrain according to his command the threat of attack of the living creatures of 
cherubim against one another.’

I 
am the one who is commissioned to set on fire your father’s house together with him, because he dis- 
played reverence for dead. Now I have been sent to bless you, and the land which the Eternal one E/ 
olam 07\9 2% whom you have invoked has prepared for you. And for your sake, I have wended°> my 
way upon the earth. Stand up Abraham, come without fear, just be glad and rejoice, I am with you. 
Everlasting honour is prepared for you by the Eternal one. Go fulfil the sacrifices commanded. Lo, I 
have been appointed to be with you and with the generation, prepared from you, and with me Mi- 
chael bless you for ever. Be of good cheer, go. 


I rose up and saw him who grasped me by my right hand and set me on my feet. The appearance of his body was 
as sapphire and his face as chrysolite,° his head’s hair as snow, his head’s turban as the rainbow, his garments as 
purple, in his right hand was a golden sceptre. He said to me: 


Abraham!

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— Here Iam, your servant. 


Let not my look or my speech affright you, that your soul be not perturbed. Come with me and I will 
go visible with you until the sacrifice, but invisible for ever after the sacrifice. Be of good cheer, go. 


We went the two of us together forty (40) days and nights. The sight of the angel was my food and his speech was 
my drink, I ate no bread and drank no water, we came to Horeb, the glorious mount of God.’ I said to the angel: 


— Singer of the Eternal one! Lo, I have no sacrifice with me and I am not aware of a place of an altar on the 
mount, how can I bring a sacrifice? 


Look around, he said. 


I looked around, and lo, all the prescribed sacrifices were following us: the young heifer, the she-goat, the ram, 
the turtle-dove and the pigeon. And the angel said to me: 


Slaughter all these, he said, divide the animals into halves, one facing the other, and give them to the 
men that I will show you while standing by you; they are the altar of the mount whereto offer a sacri- 
fice to the Eternal. Do not divide the birds. Give me the turtledove and the pigeon; I will ascend on 
the wings of the bird so that to show you Heaven, the earth, the Sea, the Abyss, the Underworld 
Sheol, the Garden of Eden and its rivers: you shall gaze all the fullness of the whole world and its cir- 
cles.

When I behold the bird speak, I said to the angel: 
— What is this, my lord? 


It is the impious Azazel. Disgrace on you Azazel! He said to it. The lot of Abraham is in Heaven, but 
yours in the earth since you choose to love it as the dwelling of your impurity. The Eternal, mighty 
Lord made you to dwell on earth, with the wicked spirit of lying through you, for the trials and wrath 
to the generations of ungodly men through you! 

God Eternal Almighty does not consent to be in your hand the righteous’ bodies thereby allowing to 
destroy impurity by a righteous’ life. Begone from me with shame! It is not permissible to you to play 
the tempter in regards to all the righteous. Depart from this man! You can not lead him astray be- 
cause he 1s an enemy for you and those who follow you and love what you desire. For lo, the inves- 
ture which was formerly your, is reserved for him in Heaven, and the mortality which was his, is 
transferred to you. 


The angel said: 


’ Moses has spent 40 nights and days on Horeb, refer to The Book of Jubilees.

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Abraham! 
— Here Iam, your servant. 


Know that you are chosen by the Eternal one because of your loving good faith towards him! Being 
empowered of this lordship, he said, I bid you to use it against whoso is wronging the truth, to hu- 
miliate him who has spread secrets of the Heaven over the earth in rebellion against God Almighty. 
Azazel, be the burning coal of the earth’s furnace, go into the inaccessible parts of the earth, he said to 
him. 


Then I said the word the angel taught me, and he said: 


Do not answer him, the angel said, since God gave him power over whoso answers him. In spite of all 
that he says to you, rather not answer him, so that his will may not have free access to you. Since the 
Almighty Eternal gave him weight and will, do not answer him. 


I did as the angel commanded me, and I did not answer him whatsoever, in spite of what he told me. 


When the sun has gone down, I behold a smoke as of a furnace. The angels ascended from the top of the smok- 
ing furnace with the pieces of the sacrifices. The angel took my right hand and set me on the right wing of the pi- 
geon, setting himself on the left wing of the turtledove and led me to the borders of the flaming Fire, and we as- 
cended as within many winds to the Heaven, as on a rigid surface. On this height I saw a mighty light, impossi- 
ble to describe; lo in this light, a violent Fire burning for many people, people of male appearance, all changing in 
appearance and form, being transformed as they ran, worshipping, and shouting with resounding words that I 
did not know.

You, light who shines upon your creatures before morning light on earth and in your heavenly dwell- 
ings. No other light is need than the unspeakable Splendour of the lights of your face. 


Accept and be well-pleased with my prayer, likewise with the sacrifice you have prepared by me who 
sought you! Accept me favourably! Show me, teach me and make known to your servant, as you have 
promised me... 


Whilst we recited the song without ceasing, on account of the rich abundance of light, the fire rose and I heard a 
voice roaring like the sea. As the fire rose and ascended into the light, I saw under the fire a throne of fire and the 
all-sighted around, reciting the song, and under the throne four fiery living-creatures who were singing, each one 
with four faces, whose appearance was one.

— Because he chose not to listen to me, I too did not follow entirely his works. 


— Listen Abraham. The counsel of your father is inside of him as your counsel inside of you; so also the 
counsel of my will is inside me, prepared for the coming days before you knew these or saw with your 
eyes in them. Now look how those of your seed will be. 


When I looked, lo, the sight moved back and forth, and a heathen people emerged on the left and despoiled the 
men, women and children on the right, others they keep for themselves. I saw them run to four entrances and 
burn the temple, and plunder the holy things in there.

The Testament of Abraham chap.12, Sparks 1984 

Abraham said to Michael: —Sir, is this the angel that takes souls 
of their bodies, or ts it not? Michael answered and said: —This is 
death; and he takes them away to the judgement-place for the 
Judge to pass judgement on them. And Abraham said: —My lord, 
I beg you to take me to the judgement-place, so that I can see for 
myself how they are judged. Then Michael took Abraham on a 
cloud and brought him to The Garden. As he came near the 
place where the judge was, the angel appeared and presented a 
soul to the judge, and the soul was saying: —Have mercy on me. 
The judge said: -Why should I have mercy on you, when you 
yourself had no mercy on your daughter you had, your own child? 
Why did you murder her? The soul made answer: —No lord, I 
am no murderer! My daughter has told hes about me. Then the 
judge ordered the writer of the records to come; lo, the cherubim 
came carrying two books, with them was a man of immense size 
who had on his head three crowns called crowns of witness, one 
higher than the other two, and in his hand he had a pen of gold. 
The judge said to him: —Let us have the details of the sin of this 
soul. The man opened one of the books belonging to the cherubim, 
and he searched for the sin of the woman's soul and found it. The 
judge said: —Wretched soul! How can you say that you have done 
no murder! After your husband's death, did you not go and com- 
mit adultery with your daughter's husband and kill your dau- 
ghter! He convicted her of other sins as well, all that she had 
committed since she was a child. When the woman heard this, she 
cried out saying: —Alas, while I was in the world I forgot all the 


sins I commutted; but here they are not forgotten! Then they took 
her and handed her over to the torturers. Abraham said: —My 
lord prince, who is this wondrous judge, and who are these recor- 
ding angels? Who is the angel like the sun who holds the scales? 
Who 1s the fiery angel who holds the fire? The prince said: —Most 
holy Abraham, do you see the terrifying man who ts sitting on the 
throne: he is the son of the first man Adam, called Abel, and he 
was killed by the wicked Cain; he sits here to judge every creature, 
examining both righteous and sinners. Because God has said: —It 
as not I who judge you, but by man shall every man be judged, for 
this reason he has committed judgement to him, to judge the world 
until his own great and glorious Coming, and then, righteous 
Abraham, the final judgement and retribution will follow, eternal 
and unchangeable, which no one will be able to dispute. For all 
men have their origin from the first man, and so they are first 
Judged here by his son. At the second stage, they and every spirit 
and every creature will be judged by the twelve tribes of Israel. At 
the third stage, they will be judged by the sovereign God of all, 
and then the whole process will reach its end at last; the sentences 
will strike terror; and there nill be no one to rescind them. And 
so through three tribunals, the judgement of the world and its re- 
tribution will be accomplished. (And that ts why a matter cannot 
finally be settled on the evidence of one or two witnesses but on the 
evidence of three witnesses every fact must be established). The two 
angels, one on the right and one on the left, these record the sins 


and the good deeds, the one on the left the sins. The angel like the 
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sun who holds the scales in his hand, he is the archangel Dokiel; 
he preserves an honest balance, and weighs the good deeds and the 
sins with the justice of God. The fiery merciless angel who holds 
the fire in his hand, he ts the archangel Pyruel; he has power over 
fire, and tests men’s deeds by fire: if the fire burns up a man’s 
deed, the angel of judgement takes him at once and carries him to 
the sinners’ place — a most disagreeable place of punishment; uf 
the fire tests a man’s deed and does not touch it, he is accounted 
righteous and the angel of righteousness takes him and carries him 
up to be saved among the number of the righteous. Thus, most 
righteous Abraham, all things in all men are tested by fire and 
scales. This one who presents the souls, he is the teacher of 
Heaven and earth, Enoch the scribe of righteousness. The Lord 
sent them here that the sins and the good deeds of each might be 
recorded. And Abraham said: —But how can Enoch take re- 
sponsibility for the souls, since he has not himself experienced 
death? How can he pronounce sentence on all the souls? And Mz- 
chael said: —If he were to pronounce sentence on them, his sentence 
would not stand. It is not Enoch’s function to sentence, it is the 
Lord who sentences. Enoch’s only function is to write. For Enoch 
prayed to the Lord, saying: —Lord, I have no wish to sentence 
souls, in case I might be harsh to any of them. Then the Lord 
said to Enoch: —I shall bid you to write the sins of the soul that 
makes atonement, and it shall enter into life. But if a soul makes 
no atonement and does not repent, you will find its sins in writ- 
ing, and that soul will be sent to punishment.

— Your time is come to die. Call Joshua and present yourselves in the meeting tent ba-ohel moed 2ANA3 
7yi and I shall give him a charge.

Now write for yourselves this song and teach it to the israelites; make them memorize it, so that this 
song will be a witness for the israelites. For when I bring them to the land flowing with milk and 
honey, that I promised their ancestors, they will eat, be satisfied and live in luxury; then they will turn 
to strange gods and worship them, despising me and violating my covenant. When they are then 
plagued by many harms and troubles, this song shall testify for them like a witness since it will not be 
forgotten by their descendants. I know their inclinations through what they are doing right now, even 
before I have brought them to the promised land. 


Moshe wrote down this song on that day and taught it to the israelites. He gave a charge to Joshua the son of 
Nun that said: 


— Be strong and brave strengthen your strength azag amats 78) In since you will bring the israelites to the 
land I promised. I will be with you. 


Moshe finished to the very end the scroll of the words of this torah, Moses then gave orders to the levites who 
carried the ark of God's covenant, saying: 


— My brothers, take this scroll of torah and place it to the side of the ark of God, your Lord’s covenant, as a 
witness. I am aware of your rebellious spirit and your stubbornness. Even while I am here alive with you, 
you are rebelling against God. What will you do after I am dead! Gather all the elders and your law enforc- 
ers and I will proclaim these words to them. I will bring Heaven and earth as witnesses for them. 

I know that after I die, you will become corrupt and turn away from the path that I have prescribed to you. 
You will eventually be plagued with harms, since you will have done wickedness in God's eyes, angering 
him with the work of your hands.

On Saturday, September 19, 1846, we, Mélanie @ Maximin saw a beautiful Lady. Mélanie said: 


I do not know of at ts the Virgin or another person, I believe today that tt is Mary. Here ts what this 
lady said to me: 


«If my people continue, what I say to you will arrive earlier; if it changes a little, it will be a little 
later. France has corrupted the universe, one day it will be punished. The faith will die in France, 
three quarters of France will not practice religion anymore or almost no more, the other part will 
practice it without really practicing tt. 


Then after, nations will convert, the faith will be rekindled everywhere. A great country now Protes- 
tant, in the north of Europe, will convert. By the support of this country, all the other nations of the 
world will convert. 


Before all this arrives, great disorders will arrive to the church and everywhere. Then after, the pope 
will be persecuted. His successor will be someone that nobody expects. Then after, a great peace will 
come but it will not last long, a monster will come to disturb it. AH that I tell you will arrive in the 
other century at the latest in year two thousand. 


The time of God's wrath has arrived. Say to the people what I have said to you: I give you six (6) 
days to work, the seventh I reserve for myself, but yet, no one will to give it to me. The 
cart drivers can not swear without bringing in my Son's name. 


I ask you to say these, which are the two things that make my Son's arm very heavy. If after that, 
they do not convert, if the face of the earth does not change, God will be avenged against the ungrate- 
ful people, slave of demon. » 


Mary warned and foretold what disasters would occur in: 

1846 : Famine (decay of potatoes, wheat, grapes, and walnut in France, children seized with trembling). 
1858 : Unworthy priests (unfit to devote to the holy mysteries; love for money, pleasures and honor). 

1864 : Lucifer is detached from hell (demonic possession of religious communities, lack of faith, persecutions). 


1865 : Antichrist rise (wars in France, Italy, Spain, England). A new order of God will rise.

Lucia, Francesco @ Jacinta were keeping their goats when an angel visit them in the year 1916. 


— Do not fear. Listen to me, I am the angel of Peace. Let us say a prayer: 
« My God! I believe. I adore. I hope. And I love you. I beg your pardon for those who do not be- 


lieve, who do not adore, who do not hope, who do not love. » 


Pray that way, for the hearts of Jesus and Mary are attentive to the voice of your supplications. 


The angel appeared another time and satd: 

— What do you do? Pray, you must pray. The hearts of Jesus and Mary have some projects of mercy 
upon you. You must continually offer prayers and sacrifices to the Most-High. 

— Lucia said: How can we offer a sacrifice to God? 

— The angel answered: All ts possible to please the Lord: you can offer a sacrifice in reparation for 
the sins whereby he is offended, and prayers for the conversion of the sinners, and draw peace and 
happiness on your homeland. I am his guardian angel, the guardian angel of Portugal. First, accept 
with submission to bear the difficulties that the Lord will send you. Repeat after me: 


« Most holy Trinity, Father, Son, and holy Spirit! I love you deeply. I offer you the most precious 
holy body, soul, @ divinity of Jesus Christ present in all the tabernacles of the world, in repara- 
tion for the outrages, sacrileges, and indifference, whereby he himself is offended. By the infinite 
merits of his heart and the heart of Mary, I ask_you to convert all sinners. » 


Take and drink the body and blood of Jesus Christ horribly outraged by ungrateful men. Repair 


their crime and comfort your God. 


— Francesco: I saw the host and the blood, and I felt, I feel God in me. 


May 13, 1917 © A prayer every day for the end of the war 


— Mary: Do not fear, I do not want to hurt you. 

— Lucia: Where are you from, madam? 

— Mary: I come from Heaven. 

— Lucia: But what are you doing here? 

— Mary: I came to tell you to come here the 13” of each month for six (6) months at the same time. 
Later I will tell you who I am and what I want. 


Lucia asks if she will go to Heaven. Mary replies that she with Jacinta and Francisco her two cous- 
ins will go to Heaven too, but before he will have to recite a lot of prayer. Maria a friend of her sts- 
ter is in Heaven, but Amelia her other friend is in purgatory until the end of the world. 


— Mary: What do you want to offer to God to hinder the pains he wants to send you: an act of repa- 
ration for the sins by which he ts offended, or of supplication for the conversion of the sinners? 

— Lucia: Yes, we want tt. 

— Mary: You will have much to bear but the grace of God will be your comfort. 

— The children: O most holy trinity! I adore you. My God, my God! I adore you and I love you in the 
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most holy sacraments. 


— Mary: Recite a prayer every day to obtain peace for the world and the end of the war. 


June 13 * Take us to Heaven 


After the apparition, Lucia so reported to Francisco (for he could see Mary but not hear her): 


— I will tell you what she said. It's a secret. Listen. I asked our Lady to take us to Heaven with her 
and she said: Yes Lucia. Jacinta and Francisco will join me soon. You will remain among yours to 
make me known, and to make me love by all. I had so much trouble that I asked her: But then 
I'm going to be alone? And she said: No, my daughter. Know that I will never abandon you. 


July 13 © Pray for the end of the war 


More than 4000 persons from neighbourhood were present at this 13” of the month. 


— Jacinta: She's there. Speak Lucia, don’t you see, she is here... 

— Lucia: What do you want from us? 

— Mary: I want you to come here on the 13" of next month. Continue to recite your prayer every day 
in honor of Our-lady-of-the-rosary to obtain peace for the world and the end of the war, because she 
will help you. Sacrifice you often for sinners by saying to Jesus, especially when making a sacrifice: 


« For the love of you Jesus, for the conversion of sinners, for the reparation of the sins committed 
against the heart of Mary. » 
— Lucia: Please madam, can you tell us who you are? Can you make a miracle so that people know 
that you appear to us indeed? 
— Mary: Keep coming here every month. In October I will tell you who I am, and I will do a miracle 
that everyone will see. 


All a sudden a light was thrown to the ground, she opened her hands and made them see the first vision of hell. 


— Luca: Our-lady showed us a great sea of fire under the earth where were plunged demons and hu- 
man souls, blackened bronze, raised in the air by the flames issuing from themselves with great 
clouds of smoke, in the midst of scream and groans of pain and despair. The demons were known 
by their terrifying likeness of unknown animals, black transparent. 


Subsequent vision kept secret 27 yrs, revealed on January 1944. 


— Lucia: We saw an angel with a flaming sword in his left hand which gave out flames that would set 
the world on fire, but died out in contact with the Splendour radiated from the right hand of Our- 
lady towards him. The angel, pointing the earth with his right hand, said in a loud voice: Penance, 
penance, penance. 


We saw an immense light like, in a mirror, a man dressed in white, and other men and women 
(priests C> religious persons) going up a stiff mountain where was a big cross made of rough- 
chopped trunks at the top. To reach there, the man passed through a big city half in ruins. He 
halted and prayed for the souls of the corpses found along his way, trembling and afflicted with 
painful sorrow. When he reached the top of the mountain, on his knees at the foot of the big cross, 
a group of soldiers fired bullets and arrows and killed him, in the same way died the other men and 
women of different ranks. Two angels beneath the two arms of the Cross, each one with a crystal 
bowl in his hand, collected the blood of the slain wherewith they sprinkle the souls. 


— Lucia to Francisco (later): She said: You saw hell where are the souls of the sinners. To save them, 
God wants to establish the devotion of my heart, and a communion for restoration on the first Sat- 
urdays of each month. If you do what I tell you, the war will end soon. If we do not stop offending 
God, another war will start even more terrible. After she said: If we do what I ask, we will have 
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peace. If not ‘she’ will spread her mistakes around the world, provoking wars and persecutions 
against the church. The good ones will be martyred, the man (dressed in white) will suffer much, and 
entire nations will be destroyed, but my heart will triumph at the end. Russia will be converted and 
the man (dressed in white) will consecrate to me. A time of peace will be granted to the world. 


August 13 * Many souls go to hell 


The lady appeared on a three branches tyig, with one foot on a branch and one foot on another. 


— Mary: Pray, pray a lot. Make sacrifices for the sinners. Many souls go to hell because they have 
nobody who sacrifices for them. 


The following weeks, Lucia, Francisco, and Jacinta used a rope tied around their belly as willing to suffer for the sinners as a sac- 
rifice to God (also suffering from thirst, for the conversion of the sinners and to console Jesus who ts sad). 


September 13 ° God is satisfied with your sacrifices 


— Lucia: What do you want from me? 

— Mary: Pray Our-lady-of-the-rosary to stop the war. In October, I will come with Joseph and the baby 
Jesus to bring peace to the world, our Lord will appear to give his blessing, God is satisfied with 
your sacrifices. But do not sleep with the rope, wear it only during the day.

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Crossroads of death 


A spirit took me and brought me up into the 5" Heaven. I saw angels who are called lords, the diadem was 
set upon them in the holy Spirit, the throne of each of them was sevenfold more than the light of the rising 
sun, and they were dwelling in the temples of salvation and singing hymns to the indescribable God. 


I Zephaniah 1°15¥% saw a soul which five thousand (5000) angels punished and guarded. They took it to the East 
and they brought it to the West. They beat it, giving a hundred (100) lashes each one daily. I was afraid and I 
cast myself on my face. The angel helped me, he said to me: 


Be strong as one who will overcome over the accuser so to come up triumphant from Sheol. 
— Who are they punishing? I said after I arose. 


This 1s a soul found in its lawlessness when it was visited, it was taken out of its body before it at- 
tained to repenting. 


Now I went with the Lord’s angel from my city. When he took me up, I saw two men walking together on a 
road as they talked, also two women grinding together at a mill as they talked, also two upon a bed [...]. I said 
unto the Lord’s angel. 


— Then darkness and night exist not in this place? 


No darkness exists in that place where are the righteous and the saints, because they always exist in 
the light. 


When I saw all the souls of men, as they existed in punishment, and I cried out to the Lord Almighty: 


— O God who remains with the saints, have compassion on behalf of the world for the souls in this punishment. 
Come, I will show you the place of righteousness, the Lord’s angel said. 


He took me to Mount Seir and showed me three men as two angels walked with them rejoicing and exulting over

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them, and two other angels weeping over the three sons. I said to the angel: 


— Who are they? 


These are the three sons of Joatham the cohen, who neither kept the commandment of their father, 
nor observed the ordinances of the Lord, he said. 

These are the angels of the Lord Almighty who write all the good deeds of the righteous on their 
scrolls as they watch at the gate of Heaven. I take from their hands to bring that before the Lord AI- 
mighty who writes their name in the book of the living. 

The angels of the accuser, who is on the earth, write down all the sins of men on their scrolls as they 
sit at the gate of Heaven. They tell that to the accuser and he writes them on his scroll so that he 
might accuse them when they come out of the world to down there. 


Then I walked with the Lord’s angel, before me I saw a place there, thousands of thousands, myriads of myriads 
of angels entered through it, the face like leopard, with long pointed tooth out their mouth like wild boars, the 
eyes mixed with blood, the hair loosen like women’s hair, with fiery whips in their hands. I got scare and said to 
that angel who walked with me: 


— Who are they? 


These are the servants of all creation who come to the souls of ungodly men to bring them and leave 
them in this place. They spend three days going around with them in the air before they bring them to 
cast them into their eternal punishment. 


— I beseech you Lord, give them no authority to come to me... 


Do not fear, I will not let them come to you because you are pure before the Lord, the angel said. 
I will not let them come to you because the Lord Almighty sent me to you, because you are pure be- 
fore him. 


I went with the Lord’s angel, and I saw gates in front of me. I beheld the bronze gates in front of me as fire was 
being cast forth for about fifty (50) stadia. I approached them and discovered that they were bronze gates, bronze 
bolts and iron bars. The angel touched them and they opened before him. I entered with him and found a beauti- 
ful city as a whole square and walked in its midst. Then the Lord’s angel transformed himself beside me in that 
place. My mouth was shut therein. 


I turned back and walked, and I saw a great Sea I thought it was a sea of water, but I discovered that it was en- 
tirely a sea of flame which casts forth much flame, whose waves burn sulphur and bitumen; when I saw they be- 
gan to approach me, I thought that the Lord Almighty had come to visit me andI fell on 
my face before him in order that I might worship him. I was very much afraid, and I entreated him to save me 
from this distress. I cried out, saying: 


— Lord, Elohe Adonai sabaoth! I beseech you to save me from this distress that has befallen me... 


I stood up in that same instant and saw a great angel standing before me, his hair like lioness, his teeth out his 
mouth like a bear, his hair spread out like women, his body like the serpent that wished to swallow me. I was so 
scared of him that all the parts of my body were loosened and I fell on my face, unable to stand. And I prayed be- 
fore the Lord Almighty: 


— You will save me from this distress! You, the one who saved Israel from the hand of Pharoh, king of Egypt;

When I arose, I saw a great angel standing before me, his face shining like the rays of the sun in its glory, his face 
perfected in its glory. He was girded with a golden girdle around his breast, his feet were like bronze melted in a 
fire. I rejoiced when I saw him, for I thought that the Lord Almighty had come to visit 
me. I fell on my face and worshiped him. He said to me:

They were all written on that scroll of mine without a false word in them: if I did not go visit a sick man ora 
widow, I found it written down as a fault on my scroll; if I did not visit an orphan, it was found written down as 
a fault on my scroll; a day which I did not fast or pray in the time of prayer, I found written down as a fault on 
my scroll; a day when I did not turn towards the sons of Israel, since it is a fault, I found written down on my 
scroll. So I threw myself on my face and prayed before the Lord Almighty: 


— May your mercy reach me! May you wipe out my scroll! Because your mercy has come to be 1n every place, 
and has filled every place... 


When I arose, I saw a great angel before me saying to me: 


Triumph prevails, because you have prevailed and have triumphed over the accuser. You have come 
up from Sheol and the Abyss, and now you will cross over the crossing place. 


Again he brought another scroll written by hand and began to unroll it. I read it and found it written in my lan- 
guage [...]. 


Two pages missing [probably the good deeds of the prophet, followed by a prayer of thanksgiving; preparations for crossing]. 


They helped me to set me on that boat. Thousands of thousands and myriads of myriads of angels gave praise in 
front of me. I put on an angelic garment and I prayed together with all those angels praying. I knew their lan- 
guage they spoke with me. 


Now moreover my sons, this is the trial, because it 1s necessary that the good and the evil be weighed in a ba- 
lance. Then a great angel came forth having a golden trumpet in his hand, he blew it three times over my head,

I wanted to embrace him, but unable because great is the glory of the great angel. He ran to all the righteous ones 
named Abraham, Isaac, Jacob, Enoch, Elyah, David, and spoke with them, speaking one with another as friend 
to friend. 


The great angel with the golden trumpet in his hand came to me, and when he blew it up unto Heaven, Heaven 
opened from where the sun rises to where it sets, from the north to the south. I saw the sea of five which I saw at 
the bottom of Sheol, its waves coming up to the clouds; all the souls were sinking in it. 


— Who are these? I said, seeing some with their hands bound to the neck, hands and feet being chained.

When I saw them, I said to the angel who spoke with me: 


— Whoare these?

MARIA SIMMA [1915-2004]? 


Maria Simma was an austrian woman, her mother and father were peasant farmers and humble catholics who possessed a simple but very devout faith in God. At 





age 7, Maria began felt a strong call to help others, either through prayer and sacrifice in the religious lite. Maria was visited by the souls in Purgatory much of 


her life; as she devoted to the holy souls from childhood, she was encouraged by both her parish priest and her bishop. Maria died in 2004 at the age of OY. 


The first time she was visited by a soul in Purgatory, it was in 1940, around 3 o'clock in the morning, 
she heard someone coming into her bedroom. This woke her up and looked to see who could have 
walked into her bedroom. She saw a complete stranger who walked back and forth slowly severely.’ _As 
he continued to walk impatiently around the bedroom after she asked to go away, it was as if he hadn't 
heard. So she jumped out of the bed and tried to grab him, but she grasped only air. There was nothing 
there; she wondered how she could see this man she couldn't grab. She rose again to stop him walking 
around, and again she grasped only emptiness. The next day, after mass, she told her spiritual director 
about this and he told her that she shouldn't ask who he is, but what he wants from her. The following 


night, when the same man returned, she asked him what he want and he replied: 
— Have three masses celebrated for me and I will be delivered. 


She understood that he was a soul in Purgatory. Her spiritual director confirmed this and advised her 
to never turn away from the souls in pain, but to accept with heart whatever they asked. 
She had visits for several years; in most cases they asked that masses be celebrated, to say the rosary, 


and the stations of the cross. Maria said: 


« Purgatory is a delay imposed by our impurity before God, a wound of love which causes intense 
suffering of waiting for love. This burning is precisely this longing which cleanses us of whatever ts 
still impure in us which delay us to be united to God. Mary comes often to console them and to tell 
them they have done many good things to encourage them, particularly on Christmas day, all saints 
day, Good Friday, the feast of the Assumption, and the Ascension of Jesus. The sins which most 
lead to Purgatory are the sins against charity, against the love of one's neighbor, hardness of heart, 
hostility, slandering, calumny. Saying calumny and wicked things are among the worst blemishes which 
require longer purification. Other sins against charity are the rejection of people we do not like, our 


refusals to make peace, our refusals to forgive, and all the bitterness store inside. »

SAINT PIO OF PIETRELCINA [1887-1968]* 


One night, fratre Pio was sitting alone in a room praying, an old man came in and sat by his side. He 
looked at him but could not understand how he had entered the monastery at this time. He asked who 


he was and what he want. And he answered: 


« Fratre Pio, I am Pietro di Mauro, named Precoco. I died in this monastery on September 18, 1908, 
in room 4. | am still in Purgatory, I need a mass to free my soul. God gave me permission to come 


and see you, and ask for prayer. » 


After listening, he said: Be assured that I will celebrate a mass tomorrow for your release.” One day, 
one of the monks saw fratre Pio suddenly leave the table and start talking, as if he was chatting with 
someone. Lhe monks thought that fratre Pio had gone mad, and asked him whom he was talking to: 


« Do not worry, I was talking to some souls going from Purgatory to Heaven, who stopped here to 
thank me because I remembered them during my mass this morning. Many souls from the dead (in 
Purgatory) climb this mountain to come hear my masses, and seek my prayer. To avoid Purgatory, 
one must accept all that comes from God’s hand. Offer everything to him with love and thanks will 
allow us to go from our deathbed to the Garden. »

’ Book of Adam and Eve 66 (book 1), Malan 1882 - O Adam, go down to the westward of the cave, as far as a land of dark soil, and there 
you shall find food. And Adam hearkened unto the Word of God, took Eve and went down to a land of dark soil, and found there 
wheat growing, in the ear and ripe, and figs to eat; and Adam rejoiced over it. Then the Word of God came again to Adam, and said 
unto him: ‘Take of this wheat and make you bread of it, to nourish your body withal.

— My lord, I said to the cherub, at the time when God created Adam, did he create Eve with him from Heav- 
ens?

The ring sparkled like a star and gleamed 
like the lightning, so that its rays blinded the eyes, and there came from it a perfume like musk. It was graven on each of the four sides 
with texts praising the greatness of God. It had four stones, which were for the four divisions of living things. The first was the sover- 
eionty over the rebellious jinns (spirits); the second over the creatures of the water and frogs, and beasts of prey in deserts and prairies; 
the third over the kings of all the Earth to the east and to the west; the fourth over trees and plants and dwellers in mountains and wa- 
ter. In the beginning God had given this ring to Adam when he was in the Garden and said to him: This is the ring of power, which I 
will give you.

I pray you to tell 
me what mean the message of these words. Have there been other humen before me? Be welcome O my servant Adam. I tell you that 
you ate the first human whom I have created.

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KNOWLEDGE TO SOW AND REAP 

Penitence of Adam (Cap. 2-20) - In Aedibus E. Peeters, trans- 
lated (Armenian) by Michael E. Stone 1981 

It came to pass, when Adam went forth from the Garden with 
his wife, outside, to the east of the Garden, they made themselves 
a hut to live in and went inside. Their tears fell ceaselessly and 
they spent their days in unison of mind, weeping and saddened, 
and they said to one another: —We are far from life. Then, after 
seven days, they grew hungry and looked for food. Eve said to 
Adam: —My lord, I am hungry. Arise, seek food so that we 
may live and know that God is going to come and bring us to 
the Garden, to our place. They arose and went about upon the 
earth, and they did not find food like the food by which they had 
been nourished in [the Garden]. Eve said to Adam: —I am dy- 
ing of this hunger. It would be better if I were dead, my lord; 
perhaps (then) they would bring [you] into the Garden, for be- 
cause of me God is angry. Adam said: —Great wrath has come 
upon us, | know not whether because of you or because of me. 
Five said to him: —Kill me if you wish, so that the wrath and 
anger may abate from before you, for this has come about be- 
cause of me, and they will bring you into the Garden. Adam 
said to her: —Eve, do not (even) mention this matter, lest God 
bring upon us even greater evils and we become contemptible. In- 
deed, how can I do you any evil, for you are my body? Eve said: 
—Arise, so that we may seek vegetable food. (But they did not 
find food) God established this vegetable food as food for the 
beasts that they might eat on the earth, but our food is that 
which the angels eat. Arise, let us repent for forty days; perhaps 
God will pity us and give [us] food which 1s better than that of 
the beasts so that we should not become like them. Adam said 
to Eve: —In what fashion will you repent? How many days can 
you endure toils? Perhaps you will begin and be unable to re- 
pent, and God will not hearken, so that we will not be able to 
keep that which we originally received. Eve said: —Set me the 
number of days which I might think to repent; perhaps the days 
will be too long, for I brought this penitence upon you. Adam 
said: —You cannot endure the same number of days as I, but do 
what I tell you and abide by instruction. I shall be for forty 
days, six days more than you, because you were created on the 
sixth day (of those upon which) he accepted his works. Now 
therefore, arise, go to the Tigris river and take a stone and place 
it under your feet and stand in the water up to_your neck, in 
your clothes. Let no word of supplication to God escape your 
mouth, for we are unworthy and our lips are impure and un- 
clean, because of the transgressions which we committed in the 
Garden when we ate of the tree. Stand silent there in the middle 
of the water until [you] have done penitence for thirty-four days, 
and I will be in the Jordan river, until we learn that, behold, 
God has hearkened to us and will give us our food. Then 


Five went to the Tigris and did as Adam had instructed her, 
and Adam [went] to the Jordan. And the hair of his head was 
uncovered. He prayed and said: —I say to you, waters of Jordan, 
be fellow sufferers for me and assemble all the moving things 
which are in you, and let them surround me and bewail me, not 
for their own sakes, but for mine, because God did not withhold 
their food from them which God appointed from the beginning, 
but I have been withheld from my food and from life. When 
Adam said that, all moving things which were in the Jordan 
gathered to him and stood around him like a wall. The waters 
of the Jordan stopped at that time and became stationary from 
their flow. Adam cried to God and he set apart six hundred or- 
ders of them to call to God in prayers all the days. When eight- 
een days of their weeping were completed, then satan took on the 
form of a cherub with splendid attire, and went to the Tigris 
river to deceive Eve.

When Adam saw satan 
and Eve who was following it, he wept loudly and called out 
with a great voice and said to Eve: —-Where is my command of 
repentance, which I gave you? How did you go astray, to follow 
it by whom we were ahenated from our dwelling? When Eve 
heard this and knew that who decewed her was satan, she fell 
down before Adam. From that time Adam’s distress increased 
twofold when he saw the sufferings of his wife, for she was over- 
come and fell like one dead. He was sad and called out great 
lamentation and said to satan: Why have you engaged in such a 
great conflict with us? What are our sins against you, that you 
have brought us out of our place? Did we take your glory from 
you? Did we reject you from being our possession, that you fight 
against us unnecessarily? Satan also wept loudly and said to 
Adam: —All my arrogance and sorrow came to pass because of 
you; because of you I went forth from my dwelling, because of 
you I was alienated from the throne of the cherubs who have 
spread out a shelter used to enclose me, because of you my feet 


have trodden the earth. Adam re plied and said: 
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—What are we against you that you did all this to us? Satan 
replied and said: —You did nothing to me, but I came to this 
measure because of you, on the day on which you were created, 
for I went forth on that day. When God breathed his Spirit into 
you, you received the likeness of his image. Then Michael came 
and made you bow down before God. God said to Michael: — 
Behold I have made Adam in the likeness of my image. Then 
Michael summoned all the angels, and God said to them: — 
Come, bow down to whom I made. Michael bowed first. He 
called me and said: —You too, bow down to Adam. I said: —Go 
away Michael! I shall not bow to him who ts posterior to me, for 
I am former. Why is it proper to bow down to him? The other 
angels who were with me heard this too, and my words seemed 
pleasing to them, and they did not prostrate themselves to you, 
Adam. Then God became angry with me and commanded to 
expel us from our dwelling, and to cast me and my angels who 
were in agreement with me, to the earth; and you were at the 
same time in the Garden. When I realized that because of you I 
had gone forth from the dwelling of light and was in sorrows and 
pains, then I prepared a trap for you, so that I alienate you 
from your happiness just as I, too, had been alienated because of 
you. When Adam heard this, he said to the Lord: —Lord, my 
soul is in your hand. Make this enemy of mine distant from me, 
who desires to lead me astray, I who am searching for the light 
that I have lost. At that time satan passed away from him. 
Adam stood from then on in the waters of repentance, and Eve 
remained fallen upon the ground for three days, like one dead. 
Then, after three days, she arose from the earth, and she said to 
Adam: —Y ou are innocent of the first sin and of this second one. 
Only me alone satan did overcome as a result of God’s word 
and yours. Again Exve said to Adam: —Behold, I shall go to the 
west and I shall be there and my food (will be) grass until I die; 
for henceforth I am unworthy of the foods of life. Eve went to the 
west and she mourned and was sad; then she made a hut for 
herself in the west, and her womb was advanced in her preg- 
nancy old [concewed in Eden at the moment they transgressed 
God's order] and she had Cain, the lawless one. When the 
times of her parturition came, she began to cry out in a loud 
voice and said: —Where is Adam, that he might see this pain of 
mine? Who, indeed, will relate my afflictions to Adam? Is there 
a wind under the Heavens that will go and tell Adam, Come 
and help Eve?! And she said: —I implore you, all luminaries, 
when you come to the east, tel my lord Adam about my pains. 
Then Adam, in the river Jordan, heard Eve’s cry and her weep- 
ing. When God hearkened to the sound of Adam’s penitence, he 
taught him sowing and reaping and that which was to come 
upon him and his seed.

— Bitter salt water, recede before the sweet. 
At his words, the dry land appeared, the Abyss separated. Paul leapt out the water with a fragment of wood in 


his hand. He went to Andrew and greeted him.

We, senior apostles, who walked with the lord until he was 
resurrected, instructing us in everything, making us master all the powers; indeed none of us dared to do 
what you have done. 


— Ihave managed to do it, forgive me brother, said Paul. Listen what happened when I went to the Abyss. 


I saw a dwelling place of all souls and I beheld the apostle Judas walking with our lord in a punishment of 
great severity, and I said to him: 


— What are you doing in this punishment? Why the lord did not bring you with the souls he brought out? 


— Woe is me! Double woe for what I did to my lord! He said. I sinned against him, I betrayed him for per- 
ishable money of the jews, while I knew he was my lord, and the lord of the entire earth.

Even I who dared 
to betray you, will you look at me as I go down to my destruction? Do not my lord... 


Then he sent me to the desert and said to me: 
— Do not fear anyone but God. If you see the evil come, do not fear it or other, except God! 


So I went to the desert to fast, so that God may forgive me. But when the leader of destruction came and 
lifted 1ts head above me, its mouth open, ready to swallow me, I got scared and I worshipped it, saying: 


— You are my lord. 


When it withdrew from me, I wept as if there is no forgiveness for me. When I said: If the lord were 
here, I would call upon him; I was taken straightway to the Court to be judged. When I said: I will 
hang myself; I reached Sheol before the lord came to take the souls, at a certain place, and emptied 
Sheol there, except my soul. 


The gatekeepers of Sheol wept to the devil: 


— What else do you do but boasting that you are king and no one else? Now we know that you are not 
king, for there is someone else whose lordship is over you and he took them all away from you. 


— My powers! Do you think there is someone stronger than us!? The devil said to its powers. He has 
come here but he was not able to take the other soul.’

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Then Jesus called Michael who accompanied him to Sheol and said: 

— Take out the soul of Judas so that the devil can not reproach me. 
Michael came to bring me out, and Michael shouted: 

— Shame on you feeble foe! 


— Now return the soul to Sheol, the lord said to Michael. 


— Will you leave me in this punishment? Judas said weeping. I knew you were coming into Sheol to 
take these souls, and you would take mine as well. That is why I removed my soul from my body... 


— What have you done, prostrating yourself to worship evil? Jesus said. 


— It came on me like a snake, its mouth opened, ready to devour me; I got scared and I worshipped it, 
Judas said. 


— Wretch! When it came to you, if you had called the Lord for help you would have been saved... 
As you have done otherwise, a hateful thing to God besides committed suicide, for this you will 
remain in Sheol until the day of judgement when the Lord will judge you, since I am for that 
day, Jesus said. 


When I heard this from Judas, I Paul was extremely grieved about the troubles he was into. 


Listen what I tell you. In Sheol I saw deserted streets where there was no one, all the doors were destro- 
yed by the lord who broke them in pieces. Do you see this piece of wood in my hand, brother Andrew? It 
is part of the gate of Sheol which the lord has destroyed I brought with me. 


I also saw other hug places by the side of Sheol.* I asked what they were, and I was told these places are 
for the souls of Abraham, Isaac, Jacob, and the prophets. 


And]I heard a multitude crying aloud as if they wept from other places; I did not see them and I asked 
what they were. I was told these were the places that the lord did not visit when he descended 1n Sheol, 
that are the places of weeping, and gnashing of teeth, inhabited by murderers, magicians, and infanticides. 


When he had said this, the boat decked on the shore [...].°

ated: the Torah written with black fire on white fire, lying in the lap of God; the divine Throne erected in the Heaven which later was 
over the heads of the hayyot (/ving creatures nion)¥zeKel 1.13; Paradise (Gad Eden) on the right side of God, Hell (S4eo/) on the left side; the 
Celestial Sanctuary directly in front of God, having a jewel on its altar graven with the name of the Messiah, and a Voice that cries 
aloud: Return children of men. When God resolved upon the creation of the world, he took counsel with the Torah, her advice was 
this: O Lord, a king without an army, without courtiers and attendants, hardly deserves the name of king, for none is nigh to express 
the homage due to him. The answer pleased God exceedingly. Thus did he teach all Earthly kings, by his divine example, to undertake 
naught without first consulting advisers. The advice of the Torah was given with some reservations; she was sceptical about the value 
of an Earthly world on account of the sinfulness of men, who would be sure to disregard her precepts.

| here shall be divisions in the world between king and king, and in all the earth shall be great famine, great 
pestilences, and many distresses, and the sons of men shall be led captive among all nations and shall fall 

by the edge of the sword: there shall be great commotion in the world. Hear, you Thomas, for I am the 
Son of God 717° the Father of all spirits. Hear from me the signs which will come to pass at the end of this 
world: the end of the world shall be fulfilled before my elect ones depart out of the world. I will tell you what will 
come to pass to men openly, what princes of the angels do not know, until now hidden from them. 


Then after, when the hour of the end drew nigh, there shall be great signs in Heaven for seven days,’ and the 
powers of the Heaven shall be moved.

On the 6" day at the 4" hour, there shall be a great voice in Heaven. The firmament of Heaven shall cleave from 
east to west, the angels of Heaven shall look upon the earth by the openings of the Heaven, all on earth shall be- 
hold the host of the angels looking from Heaven: all men shall flee to the monuments to hide themselves from 
the face of the righteous angels, saying: The earth will open and swallow us.

On the 8" day, at the 6" hour, passed the 7" day, there shall be a sweet tender voice from Heaven, at the east; 
this angel who has power over the holy angels shall be revealed then, sitting upon the clouds chariots of my holy 
Father, running with joy through the air beneath Heaven, with him all the angels, to deliver the elect who be- 
lieved in me. They shall rejoice that the destruction of this world has come. 


The words of the saviour to Thomas ended here concerning the end of this world. 
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GATES OF SHEOL, 
“Lhe damned shall sutter eternally punishment 





Sheol 21% is one O my disciples, and the damned shall suffer eternally punishment in it. Yet it has 
7 regions, one deeper than the other. He who go to the deepest shall suffer greater punishment. Yet my 
words are true concerning the sword of the messenger Michael. He who commits but 1 sin merits 1 
sheol, he who commits 2 sins merits 2 sheols. 


In 1 sheol the reprobates shall feel punishment as though they were in 10, or in a 100, or in a 1000. 
God all-powerful, by reason of his justice, and through his power, shall cause satan to suffer as though 
he were in 1000 sheols. And for the rest, each one according to his wickedness. 


Sheol ts one and is contrary to Eden, as winter 1s contrary to summer, and cold to heat. He who would 


describe the misery of Sheol must necessarily have seen God’s delights of Eden. 


O place accursed by the justice of God for the malediction of faithless and reprobates, of which God’s 
friend Job '°** said: There is no order there but everlasting fear. The prophet Isaiah °°** 


the reprobates: Their flame shall not be quenched, nor their worms die. David our father said weeping: 
Psalms 11.6 


said against 


lightning, bolts, brimstone, great tempest, shall rain upon them. 


O miserable sinners, how detestable shall seem to them delicate meats, costly raiment, soft couches, and 
concord of sweet song: how sick shall make them intense hunger, burning flames, scorching ashes, cruel 
torments, with bitter weeping. Truly it were better never to have been formed than to suffer such cruel 
torments! Say Jesus, uttering a lamentable groan. Imagine a man suffering torments in every part of his 
body, and who has no one to show him compassion but mocked of all. 


I tell you in truth, tf God should place in one balance all the pains which all men have suffered in this

14), and 
seems to have been viewed as divided into compartments (Prov. VIL 27), with farthest corners (Isa. XIV. 15; Ezek. XXXII. 23, Hebr.; R.

Still, on certain extraordinary occa- 
sions the dwellers in Sheol are credited with the gift of making known their feelings of rejoicing at the downfall of the enemy (Isa. XIV. 
9, 10). Sleep is their usual lot (Jer. LI. 39; Isa. XXVI. 14; Job XIV. 12). Sheol is a horrible, dreary, dark, disorderly land (Job X. 21, 22); yet 
it is the appointed house for all the living (ib. XXX. 23). Return from Sheol is not expected (II Sam. XII. 23; Job VIL 9, 10; Xx. 21; XIV. 7 
et seq.; XVI. 22; Ecclus. [Sirach] XXXVIIL. 21); it is described as man's eternal house (Eccl. XI. 5). It is dust (Ps. XXX. 10; hence in the 
Shemoneh Esreh, in benediction n° I. the dead are described as sleepers in the dust).

without doubt the reprobates would choose the worldly tribulations, for the worldly come from man’s 
hand, the others from devils’ hand absolutely without compassion.

What gnashing of teeth 
and sobbing and weeping... 


The Jordan has less water than the tears which shall flow from their eyes every moment. There their 
tongues shall curse all things created — their father and mother, and their Creator, blessed for ever! 


THE 7 CENTRES OF SHEOL 


Know you that Sheol ts one, yet has 7 centres, one below another. Even as sin ts of 7 kinds, 7 gates of 
Sheol has satan generated it, so there are 7 punishments therein. 


5'® CENTRE 


The arrogant, the loftiest in heart, shall be plunged into the lowest centre, passing through all the 
centres above it, suffering in them all the pains that are therein. As here he seek to be higher than 
God, and wishing to do after his own manner, contrary to what God order, not wishing to recognize 
anyone above him: even so, there he shall be put under the feet of satan and his devils who shall tram- 
ple him down as grapes are trampled when wine is made, and shall be ever derided and scorned of de- 
vils. 


6t® CENTRE 


The envious who irritates at the good of his neighbor here, and rejoice at his misfortune, shall go 
down to the 6” centre to be chafed there by the fangs of a great number of infernal serpents. It shall 
seem to him that all things in Sheol rejoice at his torment, and lament that he be not gone down to the 
7” centre: even if the damned are incapable of any joy, yet the justice of God shall cause to the 
wretched envious man to seem so, as one seem in a dream to be spurned by someone and feel torment 
thereby. So the object shall be set before the wretched envious man. Where there is no gladness at all, it 
shall seem to him that everybody rejoice at his misfortune and lament that he has no worse. 


5'® CENTRE 


The covetous shall go down to the 5” centre where he shall suffer extreme poverty as the rich feas- 
ter’ suffered. For greater torment, the demons shall offer him what he desire and when he shall have it 
in his hands, with violence other devils shall snatch it from his hands with these words: Remember that 
you would not give for love of God, so now God will not that you receive. Oh unhappy man when he 
shall find himself in that condition, seeing the penury of the present and remembering his past abun- 
dance, how he could have acquired eternal Delights with the goods he had. 


4°" CENTRE 


The immoral who have transformed the way given them by God, shall go to the 4” centre and be as 
corn cooked in the burning dung of the devil, where they shall be embraced by horrible infernal serpents. 
* Luke 16.27 
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They that shall have sinned with harlots in all impurity, their act shall be transformed into union with 
infernal furies, which demons are like women whose hair is of serpents, eyes are of flaming sulphur, 
mouth is poisonous, tongue is gull, whose body ts all girt with barbed hooks, like those wherewith they 
catch silly fish, claws are those of gryphons, nails are razors, the nature of whose generative organs ts 
fire. Now with these, all the immoral shall enjoy the infernal coals which shall be their bed. 


3°° CENTRE 

The lazy who will not work now shall go down to the 3 centre where there are built cities and im- 
mense palaces which soon as they are finished must necessarily be pulled down straightway if a single 
stone 1s not placed aright.

ELEMENTS UNITED IN JUSTICE
